JOHN Majors hopes of iso- 
lating his hard-core Euro- 
rebels were boosted last night 
as the government’s carefully 
crafted motion for Wednes- 
day's - Maastricht debate 
began to bring waverers back 
to the fold. 

The motion, which calls for 
the treaty ratification legisla- 
tion to proceed without men- 
tioning Maastricht, spread 
confusion among die sceptics, 
but it was stiO dear that the 
Conservative whips face a 
struggle to be sure of victory. 

Labour intends to put the 
rebels on fee spot by tabling 
an amendment proposing 
that fee bill should not be 
brought bade until after fee 
Edinburgh summit meeting 
— one of the main demands of 
the Conservative right-win g 
92 group — and feeze were 
signs last night feat Mr Major 
may not. after all, be aUe to 
count on the votes of all fee 
liberal Democrats.

A BATCH of inflicting 
new polls put President 
Bush between one and ten 
points behind Bill Clinton 
yesterday, setting the scene 
for a frantic last feme days 
before next Tuesday's vote. 

A CNN-C/SA Today 
tracking poll had Mr Clin- 
ton on 41 per cent and Mr 
Bush on 40. and a 
Newsweek pofl had figures 
of 41 and 39 respectively. 
Those polls focused on 
likely voters, but other sur- 
veys of all adults showed 
wider margins. The ABC 
News tracking poll put Mr 
Clinton nine points ahead. 
An NB OWall Street Jour- 
nal paO had a ten-point 
gap. dropping to six 
among those who vote 
regularly. AD shoved Ross 
Perot's support falling to 
between 13 and 16 points. 

State surveys show Mr 
Bush dosing on Mr Clin- 
ton in key battlegrounds 
such as Michigan, and be 
has edged fractionally 
ahead in Florida and Tex- 
as, which he has to win.

Twenty miles of misery .as 
refugees flee Bosnian ruins

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THOUSANDS of refugees 
from tbe centrai Bosnian town 
of Jajce were yesterday fleeing 
one of the most dramatic and 
c atast r op hic defeats in 16 
months of war in the former 
Yugoslavia- A column of hu- 
manity 20 miles long trailed 
under fire out of fee ruins of 
the town, which "does not 
exist any more", aocordingto a 
Bosnian official 
Under siege by Serb forces 
since fee summer, much of 
Jjqce finally fefl on Thursday. 
But fighting was repented to 
be continuing yesterday. The 
number of refugees heading 
southeast towards Travirik 
and Vina is said to be between 

15,000 and 30,000. In 
Geneva. United Nations 
officials said emergency aid 
was being sent

JOHN Patten, die education 
secretary, yesterday presented 
his 200-page education bill, 
the longest in parliamentary 
history, and said it would 
establish a new framework for 
schools, raise classroom stan- 
dards and improve choice for 
paroits and pupils. 

The bill, which will give him 
44 new powers, would smooth 
fee path of schools from local 
authority control to grant- 
maintained sta tu s and enact 
the reforms envisaged in July's 
white paper, he said. 

The huL due for its second 
zesting on November 9, pro- 
poses a new central agency to 
distribute funds to opred-out 
schools which will assume 
other powers as fee grant- 
maintained sector expands. 
Substandard schools win be 
taken over by outside manag- 
ers appointed by Mr Fatten 
and prepared for opting out or 
closure, and a council wifi be 
set up to monitor national cur- 
riculum tests and syllabuses. 

Mr Fatten was immediately 
criticised for having failed to 
take note of outside submis- 


sions during the white paper 
consultation Ann Taylor, 
shadow education secretary, 
said that the bill was a danger- 
ous exercise in centralisation. 
“It is another set of experi- 
ments on the nation's child- 
ren, providing instability and 
uncertainty," she said. 

Don Foster, Liberal Demo- 
crat education spokesman, 
said feat Mr Patten had failed 
in his bid to emulate Rah 
Bader's 1944 Education Act 
and that the education jigsaw 
had become “a Jackson Pol- 
lock instead of an English 
landscape, an image of 
chaos”. 

Teaching unions said feat 
fee bin failed to address the 
question of resources- Doug 
McAvoy, general secretary of 
die National Union of Teach- 
ers. deesribed fee bill as a 
charter for interference which 
would be “bad for children, 
bad for parents, bad for teach- 
ers and bad for standards”.

Thatcher 
defends

BARONESS Thatcher had a 
dig at an obscure European 
Commission directive as she 
planted an oak sapling in the 
grounds of Winston's Chnr- 
ohflTs former home yesterday. 
' She was praising the Nat- 
ional Trust for its efforts in 
replacing trees lost in the 
hurricane five years ago 
when, deviating slightly from 
her prepared speech, she re- 
marked: “I have heard that 
the European Commission, in 
a draft directive, has stated 
that Euro-f urni t ure may not 
be made of English oak 
because it is too knotty. How 
outrageous.” 

Few of the audience would 
have guessed she was refer- 
ring to a little-known EC 
regulation seeking to halt the 
sale of English oak seeds 
because German and Italian 
varieties have fewer knots and 
nobbles. The former prime 
minister’s joke was closer to 
home than she may have 
guessed, as fee logo of fee 
National Trust, the owners of 
Cbartwefi, whose dignitaries 
made up most of the audi- 
ence, is a sprig of oak groan- 
ing with acorns. 

• Lady Thatcher agreed to 
plant the oak saving in 1987, 
when she was prime minister.

Madonna

DR GEORGE Carey, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, 
last night condemned “the 
constant marketing of explicit 
sex and human pain", adding: 
“It is time as a nation we 
recovered our sense of right 
and wrong." 

The archbishop named no 
individuals, but his office said 
feat Madonna, the pop star, 
David MeDor, the former 
heritage secretary, and fee 
events of the summer, which 
would include coverage of the 
royal family, were examples of 
what he hfol in mind. 

In a hard-hitting speech, 
reminiscent of the firebrand 
sermons of fee great 1 8 th and 
1 9th-century moral Evangeli- 
cal preachers. Dr Carey said: 
“I believe that fee constant 
marketing of explicit sex and 
human pain, in most cases 
purely fra entertainment, 
nourishes an obsession with 
these aspects of life which is 
damaging. 

“It may make irresponsible 
attitudes and dangerous be- 
haviour more likely in society 
at large, for it detaches our 
experience of sex. pain or 
suffering from any context of 
love and respect for other 
people. And fee weakening of 
that link can have dire 
consequences.” 

Dr Carey spoke in terms of a 
bailie between good and evfl. 
Drawing on the “privatisation 
of morality", a theme that he 
has developed repeatedly in 
previous speeches, he called on 
the Church of England to 
' encourage all those who are 
striving to arrest and reverse 
such processes". His speech 
was delivered at Christ Church 
parish centre in High Harro- 
gate at the start of fee arch- 
bishop's three-day visit to the 
Ripon diocese. 

Dr Carey's office said he 
had not seen Madonna's 
boot Sex. nor had members 
of his staff. The archbishop 
did not name individuals 
because he wanted fee speech 
to have a wider impact.

S igns yesterday rhat some of 
the potential rebels were re- 
turning to the fold will have 
encouraged the whips and 
pan>- officials to step up their 
pressure to isolate the die- 
hards. Their objective will be 
to reduce the rebellion to the 
point where it will no longer 
be necessaty to rely on the 
support of the Liberal Demo- 
crats 10 avoid defeat. 

As usual the tactics of the 
whips will depend on the 
individual concerned.

DANISH MPs yesterday ap- 
proved their government's list 
of requested changes to the 
EC's Maastricht treaty — and 
lit the touchpaper for an explo- 
sive snuggle at the Edinburgh 
EC summit in December. 

To the relief of Europe’s 
recession-battered govern- 
ments. the Danish prime min- 
ister. Poul Schluter. has fash- 
ioned a position facing both 
ways at once. He wants, as he 
says, to change the treaty 
without amending it 

Danish voters will next year 
be asked to reverse last June's 
referendum, which threw out 
Maastricht, and must be of- 
fered something -new” How- 
ever. no other EC government 
wants to contemplate the com- 
plications of renegotiation. 

The Danish foreign minis- 
ter. Uffe EUemann-Jensen. is 
due in London next Tuesday 
to explore ways of squaring 
this legal and diplomatic cir- 
cle. However, awkward re- 
minders of the difficulties keep 
popping up. A leaked Foreign 
Office memo this week noted 
that snags were coming into 
focus ana Jacques Delors. the 
European Commission presi- 
dent reminded everyone that 
the EC had agreed that there 
would be no tinkering with a 


word of the treaty. The Danes 
could have helpful footnotes, 
he said, but no more. 

M Delors manages to upset 
the Danes almost every time 
he speaks about them, and his 
advisers’ indiscreet specula- 
tion over small states’ likely 
Joss of influence in the EC of 
the late 1990s helped to rip 
Danes against the treaty. 

Yesterday, Mr Schluter re- 
torted that governments, and 
not M Delore, decide this 
issue. 

In truth. M Delors was 
doing no more than underlin- 
ing an inconvenient truth, and 
also voicing the thoughts that 
the federalist majority of gov- 
ernments are too timid to 
voice. No state can be forced to 
sign an unwanted treaty. M 
Delors said, but then neither 
can any country ’ have a right 
of veto so enormous” that ir 
can stop others going ahead. 

Yet. legally, if one state fails 
to ratify. Maastricht is void. 

The stage is set for a war of 
nerves that will fray tempers 
all the way to Edinburgh. Ten 
EC governments want Britain 
to ratify as soon as possible so 
that the EC can turn to 
inrimidaring the Danes into 
abandoning any idea of re- 
opening the treaty. 


WITH Mr Uffe EUemann- 
Jensen, the Danish foreign 
minister, due in London on 
Tuesday for talks with British 
leaders, the Danish press has 
been stressing the key role the 
British EC presidency holds in 
helping the Danes out of their 
Maastricht dilemma. 

Doubts have arisen about 
London's real position. The 
Copenhagen daffy Poliiiken 
writes of “unrest" in London, 
citing the leaking earlier this 
week of a confidential British 
foreign office document stat- 
ing mat the Danish compro- 
mise will be difficult for EC 
member states to accept 

“Britain is the EC nation 
with the best understanding of 
Denmark's wishes." declared 
Information in a leading arti- 
cle. “There can be little doubt 
that Mr Major will get the 
Maastricht treaty ratified by 
his parliament, but ... it is 
difficult to understand how 
any politician can defend a 
treaty which is so unpopular 
with Britons without allowing 
a referendum to be held.” It

THE EC Commission, des- 
perate for "great communica- 
tors" to promote a positive 
message, has Sir Bernard 
Ingham. Baroness Thatcher's 
former press guru, in its 
sights. Unfortunately, that 
message has not yet reached 
Sir Bernard. 

Journalists in Brussels were 
astonished yesterday when Sir 
Bernard, a doughty critic of 
the Eurocratic regime, was 
named as a potential member 
of a team of renowned infor- 
mation specialists to serve on 
an EC think-tank. As yet, 
however, the Commission has 
not communicated its inten- 
tion to the communicator 
who. for II years, was Mrs 
Thatcher's lieutenant in her 
battles with Brussels. 

"It's like the sheep inviting 
the wolf into the fold,” said 
Robert Harris, author of 
Good and Faithful Servant, a 
biography of Sir Bernard, who 
recalled Sir Bernard's riposte 
during Anglo-French talks at 
the Elyses Palace to President 
Mitterrand's praise of Cam- 
embert cheese. Sir Bernard 
said: “Yes. but it can poison 
you." 

Apart from drawing up a 
shortlist of possible conseillen, 
or advisers, the Commission 
is trying to lend itself some 
chutzpah by contracting ad- 
vertising agencies to promote 
the EC theme. This year 
Saaichi & Saaichi's Paris office 
was paid £300 million to pro- 
duce Euro-logos, information 
and accompanying television 
advertisements at the Albert- 
ville and Barcelona Olympics.

Nearly 200,000 people in southern England were told to 
boil their tap wateryesterday after supplies were found to be 
contaminated by a microorganism capable of causing 
i serious stomach upsets- In Southampton, pans of Hamp- 
shire and the isle of Wight, loudspeaker vans toured the 
streets and thousands of warning notices were posted 
through doors after routine sampling by Southern Water 
detected the presence of the parasite Cryptosporidium in the 
I Testwood treatment works near Southampton. Hospital 
managers were told to boil drinking water and not to serve 
food washed with tap water. 

Barry Gardiner, Southern Water’s Hampshire water 
manager, said 1 92,000 customers were being asked to boil 
their supplies untff further notice. As soon as the treatment 
works was dear, he said, its whole supply system, involving 
hundreds of miles of pipes, would be flushed but this could 
< take several days. Cryptosporidium, a parasite that fives in 
the guts of cattle and sheep, is believed to have entered the 
river Test, which supplies the treatment works, from animal 
slurry running off farmland in the recent heavy rains. 

County’s 999 chief quits 

Another chief ambulance officer has resigned amid 
allegations that the quality of the service is being sacrificed 
for commercial considerations. Michael Robinson, who 
heads the service in Kent, claimed that his successor would 
be forced to make big staff cuts and ignore the caring side of 
the business to satisfy budget demands. Earlier this week. 
John Wilby. chief executive of the London Ambulance 
Service, resigned after health service union claims that a 
new computer system designed to allocate calls more 
efficiently might have led to the deaths of up to 20 patients. 
Mr Robinson, who has been with the service for 24 years, 
claims that morale in the service is at rock, bottom.

£20,000 vowed to stand by him yesterday when he was jailed 
for six years by Teesside Crown Court The love of Patricia 
Smurthwaite, 38, for Keith Sraurthwaite, 3S. a builder, who 
did not know that the hitman was an undercover policeman 
and that their meetings were being taped, had saved him 
two more years In prison Mr Justice Bkrfeld said. A 
psychiatrist had told the court that Smurthwaite was 
mentally ilL The judge told Smurthwaite. of Great 
Broughton North Yorkshire, who denied soliciting his 
wife's murder “I have paid careful attention to the feelings 
of your wife, who still loves you.” 

Peer barred from Lords 

Lord Beaverbrook. the former Conservative party treasurer, 
has been barred from sitting in the House of Lords because 
he is bankrupt. The 40-year-old peer declared himself 
insolvent two weeks ago and immediately took leave of 
absence from the House of Lords. He joins 29 other peers 
who have been disbarred for the same reason this century, 
including Lord Lucan, two Dukes of Manchester and the 
Earl ofCJancarty. who was declared bankrupt three times at 
the beginning of the century. Peers can also be legally 
disbarred for treason or insanity. Lord Beaverbrook.

An icon of the IodustriaUJevolutian has been saved for the 
nation aftera £22 million deal between theTate Gallery and 
the estate of Earl Mountbatten of Burma. An Iron Forge by 
Joseph Wright of Derby has as its theme the powers of 
nature being harnessed by man. It had been scheduled for 
sale at Sotheby's on November 18, but negotiations led by 
the dealer Jack Baer of Hazlitt Gooden and Fox meant a 
private treaty sale could be arranged. Contributions of 
£900.000 were made by the National Heritage Memorial 
Fund, and £125.000 by the National Art Collections Fund. 
The price, payable over two financial years, is based on a 
gross valuation of £3.25 million.

Shakespeare meets cartoon characters in new TV series 

Russian 
puppets

DRASTICALLY abridged 

Shakespeare plays, per- 
formed by poppets and car- 
toon characters, are to be 
shown on BBC2 in a series 
produced in collaboration 
with Russian animators. The 
purists are expected to knock 
it but tbe Prince of Wales has 
already given his approval. 

Shakespeare, The Animat- 
ed Tates will begin screening 
on November 9. Each play 
wffl be reduced to 30 min- 
utes. Among the actors pro- 
riding voices for the 
characters are Willie 
Rushton as Sir Toby Belch. 
Zoe Wanamaker as Lady 
Macbeth and Timothy West 
as Prospero. 

Some of the films, such as 
Macbeth, use familiar ani- 
mation techniques. Hamlet, 
however, draws on a uniquely 
Russian technique whereby 
images are applied to glass 
with oil paint mixed with 
Vasdine. Movement is 
achieved by wiping out the 
images and repainting them. 

A third category, as demon- 
strated fay Twelfth Night and 
The Tempest, involves pup- 
pets incOTporating .four cen- 
turies of Russian animation. 
The size of Barbie dolls, with 
tiny ball and socket joints 
within their metal “skele- 
tons”. they can be articulated 
with minute accuracy. Cali- 
ban has been made to look 
like across between a football 
hooligan and a bulldog, and 
Malvolio a red-nosed buffoon 
with a long body like a pod of 
peas. Prospero has white hair 
and green skin. 

The Prince of Wales, presi- 
dent of the Royal Shake- 
speare Company, has wel- 
comed “this pioneering 
project” and the fact that it 
wfil faring Shakespeare’s 
“great wisdom, insight and 
all-encompassing view of 
mankind to many mflUons". 

The project arose after 
producers from S4C. the 
Welsh Channel 4. ap- 
proached the SoyuzmuIlfHm 
studios in Moscow, estab- 
lished after the second world 
war as the state animation 
bouse. Tbe series wiD also be 
shown on S4C

Nicholas Hymen 
said that toe cast had spent 
four of the most exciting weeks 
of their lives working frith Sir 
Kenneth. “We shall continue 
to rehearse Carousel and 
make it our mission to show 
that he was at toe pinnacle of 
his great creative powers," he 
said. 

Anthony Dowell, the Royal 
Ballet director and former 
principal dancer, for whom 
Sir Kenneth created many 
roles, said that his death was a 
“tragic lass”, adding: “He had 
been a part of the Royal Ballet 
for so long and it's very hard to 
come to terms with the fact 
that we have lost this major 
creative genius." 

Jeremy Isaacs, general di- 
rector of the Royal Opera 
House, who went on stage on 
Thursday to tell a stunned 
audience that Sir Kenneth 
had died of a heart attack, 
paid tribute to the creator of 
“masterwork after master- 
work". He said: “Kenneth 
MacMillan extended both the 
language of dance, and the 
subject matter of classical bal- 
let He is irreplaceable, but his 
work will live for ever." 

The founder of the Royal 
Ballet Dame Ninette de Va- 
lois, said that Sir Kenneth’s 
“choreographic contribution 
to the repertoire of the Royal 
Ballet is a pan of its roots that 
time will never loose". His 
ballets “now have a worldwide 
reputation", she said. 

The former principal danc- 
er of the Royal BaDet Antoi- 
nette Sibley, for whom one of 
Sir Kenneth's most famous 
works. Manon, was created, 
said: “We are shocked and sad 
because we thought we had al 
least another 20 years with 
him.”

Patten unveils more 
bureaucracy to 
run opt-out schools 

■ John Patten’s education bill will create a new bureaucracy 
for optedrout schools as local education authorities wither

A POWERFUL new bureau- 
cracy to take control of edu- 
cation as schools opt out of 
council control is proposed in 
a bill put before parliament by 
John Patten, the education 
secretary, yesterday. 

The foundation of this struc- 
tural revolution wQl be the 
Funding Agency for Schools, 
which is to assume increasing 
responsibility for manage- 
ment of the expanding grant- 
maintained (GM) sector. Mr 
Patten, who expects to gain 44 
new powers from the bul, said 
yesterday that 472 schools bad 
already received approval to 
leave local authority control, 
giving force to the govern- 
ment’s target of 1,500 GM 
schools by April 1994. 

The new agency or its sister 
organisation, the Schools 
Funding Council for Wales, 
will take over the payment of 
grants and financial monitor- 
ing of GM schools from the 
education department A new 
common funding formula, to 
be agreed by 1994, will be 
introduced gradually as the 
number of grant-maintained 
schools in each area increases. 

The funding agency, to have 
ten to 15 members appointed 
by the education secretary, will 
also gain powers over the 


allocation of places and ad- 
missions’ in a local authority 
once 10 per cent of its pupils 
are taught at GM schools. The 
bOl requires the funding agen- 
cy to co-operate with local 
authorities in the provision of 
school places until 75 per cent 
of pupils are in the GM sector, 
when frill responsibility will go 
to the agency. 

Mr Patten will be able to 
delegate other powers to the 
agency, including die rights to 
alter a school's articles of 
government, to approve a 
change in its character and to 
order its dosure. 

A location has yet to be 
agreed for the agency, but 
regional offices are expected to 
be set up as more schools opt 
out The bill says that the cost 
of the agency wQl be met by 
savings in the education de- 
partment the Welsh Office, 
and local education authori- 
ties. as well as by the removal 
of surplus places in schools. 

Local authorities mil contin- 
ue to oversee provision for 
children with special needs, 
psychological evaluation and 
transport but will be allowed 
to sell other goods and services 
to grant-maintained schools 
only for a two-year period. Mr 
Parten told the Commons 





select committee on education 
this week that councils might 
eventually amalgamate educa- 
tion and social services. 

The biU, due for its second 
reading on November 9. wQl 
empower the education secre- 
tary to replace first governors, 
the core governors who form 
the majority on the governing 
body of grant-maintained 
schools. Ministers hope this 
will prevent a reenactment of 
the protracted dispute at Strat- 
ford School this year, in which 
a group of Asian governors 
battled for control with the 
head teacher. 

Mr Patten also intends to 
reduce dramatically the num- 
ber of surplus places from 1.5 
million to 700.000 and will 
seek powers to direct local 
authorities and the funding 
agency to remove surplus ca- 
pacity. Their plans will be 
referred to public enquiries, to 
which die education secretary 
would submit his own 
proposals. 

In spite of pressure from 
some Tory radicals to remove 
it, the parental ballot contin- 
ues to be the cornerstone of the 
government's campaign to en- 
courage schools u opt out The 
bOl includes measures to speed 
up the application procedure, 
removing the requirement for 
governors to pass a second 
resolution seeking grant- 
mantained status. 

Groups of small primary 
schools will be able to opt out 
in dusters, with a single co- 
ordinating governing body, 
enabling the group to share 
costs. Voluntary bodies, such 
as churches, will be able to set 
up grant-maintained schools, 
with the funding agency pro- 
viding 85 per cent of building 
costs. This provision is expect- 
ed to smooth the path to the 
opening of state-funded Mus- 
lim schools.

Outsiders to give governors stark choice

FAILING schools that do not 
respond to local authority 
remedies will be taken over by 
outsider and given the stark 
choice between dosure and 
opting out under plans pub- 
lished in yesterday’s bill.

1 The devotion of a whole 
chapter of the bill to the so- 
called “hit squads” underlines 
Mr Patten's determination to 
crack the nut of failing schools 
in spite of criticisms that the 
new system will rob many 


parents of the right to vote on 
opting out The new arrange- 
ments. reflecting the educa- 
tion secretary's belief that low 
standards usually reflect poor 
leadership, have the strong 
backing of the prime minister, 
who unveiled them in a speech 
to the Adam Smith Institute 
this summer. 

In one of the bill’s few 
amendments to July's white 
paper, the government now 
proposes to widen the associa- 
tions' area of responsibility to 
indude voluntary schools. The 
bill will also enable each 
assodation to set up commit- 
tees to discharge particular 
responsibilities. 

The first round of visits 
carried out by the revamped 
inspectorate under Professor 
Stewart Sutherland next year 
will be arranged to cover as 
many faltering schools as pos- 
sible and Mr Patten has 
referred to a “little list” of those 


which will be assessed as a 
matter of urgency. Schools 
that fail to meet the deadline 
set for reform will be taken 
over by an assodation. which 
wfll perform a role similar to 
that of a governing body in an 
opted-out school, ind uding 
responsibility for funds. 

The assodation. employed 
directly by the education de- 
partment, wfll also have the 
power to hire and fire staff, 
propose changes to a school's 
character and change its arti- 
cles of government Its final 
task will be to recommend that 
the education secretary dose 
the school or transfer it to the 
grant-maintained sector. 

Chris Adamson, education 
chairman of the Assodation of 
London Authorities, wel- 
comed the government’s inter- 
est in failing schools but said 
such measures could be car- 
ried out only “ a spirit of 
partnership with local authori- 


ties. “We shall be seeking 
amendments which will give 
local authorities more finan- 
dal powers and staffing where 
schools are identified as at 
risk," he said.

New body 
to supervise 
national 
testing 

RAISING standards in the 
classroom is to be the respon- 
sibility of the new School 
Curriculum and Assessment 
Authority, which is to super- 
rise national curriculum tests 
and syllabuses if yesterday’s 
education bill is enacted 
{Matthew d’Ancona writes). 

Taking over the work of the 
National Curriculum Council 
and the School Examinations 
and Assessment Council, the 
authority will be under minis- 
terial pressure to raise public 
confidence in the examina- 
tion system after the recent 
furore over GCSE standards. 
It will work closely with the 
new independent inspector- 
ate and the National Council 
for Vocational Qualifications. 

Mr Patten continues his 
fight against truancy, begun 
at the Home Office, with 
proposals to enforce attend- 
ance. soon to be a key indica- 
tor in school league tables. 
Councils will gain powers to 
take legal action against par- 
ents of persistent truants, and 
fines will be imposed. 

Although the thrust of the 
bQ] is to coax schools out of 
council control, local educa- 
tion authorities will remain 
responsible for assessing pu- 
pils with special educational 
needs, making statements on 
them and other arrangements 
for special needs provision. 
An independent tribunal will 
be set up to hear parental 
appeals against decisions, 
and council-run or grant- 
maintained schools ment- 
ioned in a pupil's statement of 
special need will be required 
to admit the child. 

The bill confounds predic- 
tions of a charter for selection 
and does little to advance the 
white paper’s intention to 
promote subject specialis- 
ation. Grant-maintained 
schools will still have to seek 
ministerial approval for a 
formal change of character to 
become selective. The first to 
seek it Castle Hall school in 
West Yorkshire, was rejected. 

Ministers remain sympath- 
etic to schools wishing to 
specialise. An education 
department ruling released 
yesterday cleared the way for 
schools to select up to 10 per 
cent of pupils on the basis of 
non-academic ability.

THE parents of a 1 5-year-oJd 
prescribed contraceptive pills 
ai Marlborough College won 
their battle against the school's 
GP yesterday when Dr Barney 
Rosed ale was formally cen- 
sured after an enquiry by the 
Wiltshire Family Health Ser- 
vices Authority. 

The girl’s stepfather, Rob 
Andrews, and her mother, 
Ann, of Malvern. Hereford 
and Worcester, lodged a com- 
plaint against Dr Rosed ale 
after discovering that their 
daughter had been put on the 
Pill without their knowledge.

Mr and Mrs Andrews made 
the complaint on the grounds 
that their daughter was pre- 
scribed pills bearing another 
gift’s name. The enquiry 
ruled that Dr Rosed ale was 
responsible for the sanatorium 
staff member who issued a 
third person’s pills to the gift. 

Dr Rosedale received a for- 
mal warning for breach of 
contract. A copy of the enquiry 
report will be sent to Virginia 
Bottom! ey, health secretary. 

Mr Andrews. 42, who re- 
ceived details of the enquiry’s 
outcome, said yesterday: “It 
has meant a lot of grief to get 
this far. The only gratifying 
news from all this is that we 
have aired the issue.”

Tees, Cleveland, always pro- 


tested her innocence after 
being arrested with her sister. 
Marion Arnold, on their arriv- 
al at Cairo airport from Paki- 
stan in February 1987. 

A wooden elephant in their 
possession was found to con- 
tain 1 1 lb of heroin, but the 
women d aimed they had no 
knowledge of the drug. They 
said they had been duped into 
carrying the elephant by an 
Egyptian friend, Muhammed 
Niazi, who was convicted with 
Ms Paleschi. She said she had 
been tricked by Niazi after 
falling in love with him. 

The charges against Mrs 
Arnold, from Fareham, 
Hampshire, were dropped in 
October that year and she was 
released. But Ms Paleschi was 
tried and convicted in January 
1988 of attempting to smug- 
gle £375,000 worth of heroin 


into Egypt and sentenced to 
25 years with hard labour. 

Her appeal against convic- 
tion was turned down by p 
Egypt’s highest court in 
March 1989. Mr Collett, from 
Birmingham, was jailed for 
25 years in 1984 for drug- 
smuggling. He and Ms 
Paleschi were flown back to 
RAF Brize Norton. Oxford- 
shire, on Thursday nighr by 
RAF jet. 

Yesterday Ms Paleschi was 
thought to be going to stay 
with her sister, said to be living 
in Scotland. Mr Collett was 
understood to have had a 
reunion with his mother. 

Prisoners Abroad, which 
had supported them and 
worked for their release on 
humanitarian grounds, said it 
was “delighted" that they were 
bade home.

SIR Hugh Annestey. chief 
constable of the RUC. yester-

Sir Hugh, dating the scene 
outside Gkngonjnley police 
station. where emergency ser- 
vices were carrying out repairs 
to almost 100 houses, said the 
bombing served no purpose. 

“IfS not only stupid, iris 
moronic," Sir Hugh said. “It 
hag iny utter condemnation as 
do all these bombings which,

Scientists net toxic 
killer from the skies

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Feathered fiend: a poisonous hooded pitobui 


AN ORANGE and black 
songbird found in the jungles 
of New Guinea has become 
the first bird proved by 
scientists to be poisonous. 

The hooded pitohui’s de- 
fence mechanism, powerful 
enough to k31 a mouse in 
minutes, was discovered by 
accident by American scien- 
tists frying to catch birds of 
paradise, according to John 
Dumbacher, of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Several of the 
birds became entangled in 
nets. “We were frying to 
release them as quickly as 
possible, but they were able 
to cot oar hands with their 
sharp beaks and daws," he 
says. When he Ocked Iris 
wounds, his mouth be^n to 
tingle and go numb. 

He and other researchers 
: more pftohui and pot 
rat their tongues. 
The reaction was inmreffiale: 
“The toxin caused numb- 
ness, burning and sneezing 
on contact," he reports in 
this week’s Science 
magazine 

The toxin, found in the 
birds’ feathers, skm and 
flesh, contain homobafracho- 
toxin rate of the most power- 


ful natural toxins. Only one 
other creature produces it, 
the poison-dart frog of South 
America, used by Amerin- 
dians on poison arrows. 

One pitohm 
enough poison to kill quite a 
few frogs. Mr Duxnbadrer 
says. “If you delivered it to a 
human, I suspect there is 
enough toxin in one bird to 
do some serious damage.” 

Three types of pitohni. the 
hooded, the variable and the 
rusty, were tested, with the 
hooded variety the most tox- 
ic. The poison is probably 
used as a defence against 
predators such as snakes and 
hawks, which attack many 
songbirds in New Guinea 
but tend to leave the pftohui 
alone. Other birds have cop- 
ied the hooded pitobtri’s dis- 
tinctive colours in an attempt 
to tihare the same defence. 

Although a surprise to the 
scientists, the unpleasant ef- 
fects of eating prtohui are 
wriHcnown to New Guinea 
natives, who describe it as a 
“rubbish bird", Mr Dnm- 
bacher adds.

Charities seek wider 
powers to fight threat 
from national lottery

LAWS on charitable lotteries 
may be relaxed to prevent a 
potential loss of income when 
die national lottery begins in 
1994. 

The government is explor- 
ing ways of giving chanties 
more scope to run their own 
lotteries in an attempt to head 
off protests that charitable 
income will drop because of 
the national fund-raising 
project, which will be unveiled 
within the next six weeks. 

One plan being considered 
is raising the maximum prize- 
money for charily lotteries 
from its present limit of 
£12,000. Other changes 
under consideration would in- 
volve simplifying arrange- 
ments by which charities 
obtain permission to ran a 
lottery. 

The new heritage depart- 
ment may Face opposition 
from the Home Office in 
obtaining such relaxations but 
has won a concession from the 
Treasury that the lottery will 
be taxed at a rate lower than 
the 37^ per cent duty im- 
posed on football pools. 

Robert Key, the heritage 
under secretary of state, yester- 
day challenged the claim that 
public generosity would be 
“seriously undermined” and 
that charities could lose up to 
one third of their present 
income when the national 


lottery starts by die end of 
1994. He pointed to research 
showing that less than 4 per 
cent of income would be lost 
and cited his own dose in- 
volvement in charities at a 
national level as proof that he 
would not allow fund-raising 
to be undermined. 

Speaking at the Charities 
Aid Foundation annual con- 
ference in London yesterday, 
Mr Key also ruled out setting 
up a quango to distribute 
money from the national lot- 
tery. Twenty per cent of the 
proceeds are expected to go to 
charities. He said that would 
be shared out by a number of 
specialist organisations al- 
ready in existence. 

In die first indication of the 
government's plans for dis- 
tributing proceeds, Mr Key 
said it was essential that the 
process had the confidence of 
those appealing for funds 
from die lottery. Formal dis- 
cussions will take place shortly 
to deride which organisations 
should act as distributors for 
the sectors which win benefit 
from the lottery, such as sport, 
the arts, heritage and 
charities. 

"It would be a mistake for 
the proceeds to be seen as 
unpredictable bounty, gold 
coins thrown to supplicants at 
the whim of an unaccountable 
body.”

Nicholas Hinton, the direc- 
tor general of the Save The 
Children Fund, told die Char- 
ities Aid conference that the 
government was on "a hiding 
to nothing” with its plans for a 
national lottery. 

MrHintoru who has been 
with Save The Children for 
eight years, said that charity 
chief executives had derided at 
a recent meeting that no 
charity was in favour of a 
lottery, because of fears of the 
divisive effect of somecharities 
being chosen to benefit from 
the lottery above others. 

“It’s an award system and if 
you have to choose one prize- 
winner out of ten, you wifi 
please one and anger nine," 
he said. “We will have to set up 
the fiercest possible watchdog, 
to make sure that we have a 
hand in monitoring the distri- 
bution process.” 

Michael Brophy, the execu- 
tive director of the Charities 
Aid Foundation, predicted: 
“When distribution starts in 
1994 or 1995. there will be 
absolute mayhem." He said 
that grant-making organ- 
isations with experience of 
awarding funds to charities 
should be allowed to tender fin' 
the role. 

Charities have expressed 
concern that they wifi lose 
financial support after the 
introduction of the European 
Common Market next year 
because lottery tickets from 
other European countries wlQ 
be on sale in Britain. 

Another fear is that people 
who buy national lottery tick- 
ets may no longer participate 
in smafier-scale fund-raising 
activities such as raffles, upon 
which many small chanties 
depend. 

Mr Brophy said: “I think 
the way to avoid this is not to 
mention charitable causes in 
association with the lottery. 
People should want to buy 
tickets because of the excite- 
ment and prizes, not because 
of where the money is going." 

Earlier. Michael Jack, die 
Home Office minister with 
responsibility for the voluntary 
sector, told the conference that 
the distribution of lottery pro- 
ceeds to charily would not 
replace government grants. 
“The government will contin- 
ue to support the charitable 
and voluntary sector wi thin 
the strains of its resources." he 
said.

The daim ends a nation- 
wide search for the winner 
of the second largest indi- 
vidual jackpot in the game’s 
history.

Debtors protest at 
bailiffs’ tactics 


■ A review of the role of bailiffs should 
address the problems faced by thousands 
of Citizens Advice Bureaux clients

MORE than 78.000 consuzn- 
. ers have complained to Citi- 
zens Advice Bureaux this year 
about tiie threatening tactics 
and exorbitant expense of 
bailiffs. The use of baDi£Cs for 
debt collection is archaic and 
should be abolished, the nat- 
ional association of bureaux 
says. 

The majority of the com- 
plaints arc: about collection of 
community charge and do- 
mestic rate debts. Of 162,000 
co mplaints about community 
charges, 65.000 dealth with 
the use of bafliffe. The highest 
number of complaints were 
about the refusal of bailiffs to 
negotiate realistic instalments, 
followed by communication 
difficulties between clients and 
bailiffs. 

The report rites the case of a 
man in Cambridgeshire on 
income support with a young 
child. He had oommuiuty 
charge arrears of £1 14. Bailfffc 
removed a hi-fi, compact disc 
player and cane chair. After 
the goods had been auctioned, 
he received a letter to say that 
he now owed £135 and that 
the bailiffs would advise die 
council to apply to have him 
committed to prison if be did 
not settle the balance within 
seven days. 

Other complaints were 
about the use of bafliffc to 


recover rent arrears, and 
money owing in county and 
high court judgments. Local 
authorities, some of winch 
previously renounced the use 
of bailiffs as inhuman, have 
started to use them as they 
come under pressure from the 
Anritt C ommission and others 
to reduce the level of rent 
arrears/ 

The report is timed to 
coincide with a review fay the 
Lord Chancellor's department 
of the organisation and main 
agement of tivil enforcement 
agents. The deadline for re- 
sponses by concerned parties 
was yesterday. 

Ann Abraham, chief execu- 
tive of the association, stud: 
“We are -panicnlariy'-'ocm j 
rem pd that bailiffs may' in 
some cases exacerbate debt 
While we welcome this review, 
we believe that only when the 
issues of multiple debt and 
alternatives to baflifls are ad- 
dressed will any inroads be 
made towards alleviating die 
distress suffered fay huge 
numbers of CAB clients." . 

The report suggests that 
there should be no extension 
of bailiffs’ powers to use force 
to enter debtors’ homes, that 
bailiffs should always identify 
themselves and that a 11 bailiffs’ 
fees should be subject to 
statutory controL

Microchips block food bugs

THE likelihood of contami- 
nated foods reaching the na- 
tion's dinner plates may be 
dramatically cut by a new 
computer system. 

The system, developed fay 
government-backed scientists 
and industry, can predict with 
a high degree of accuraqr how 
levels of bacteria may build up 
and survive in a given food as 
h passes from the factory to 
consumers via comer shops or 
supermarkets. 

Food Micromoded is the 
product of more than five 
years of research orchestrated 
by the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Foods. It makes 
predictions using a vast sden- 
tific data base that links factors 
such as temperature and foe 
aridity of a food with the likdy 
rate of growth of bacteria such 
as salmonella. It is hoped that 
eventually predictions wfil be 


able to take into account such 
factors as pressure and vacu- 
um packing, as wefl as a wide 
range of preservatives. 

Terry Roberts, head of mi- 
crobiology at foe institute of 
food research in Reading, 
Berkshire, and one of foe 
scientists involved in the 
scheme, said foe system’s dev- 
elopment partly reflected the 
drive towards healthier, crisp- 
er and fresher foods with fewer 
preservatives. This has made it 
less acceptable to heat foods to 
high temperatures, freeze 
them, add high levels of salt 
and other substances: “The 
preparation of foods has been 

reduced to the limits of safety 
... which is why we need this 
system," Dr Roberts said. . 

Nicholas Soames, the food 
minister, praised the project as 
a first for Britain, and

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Yeltsin rallies support as extremist rivals gather strength

PRESIDENT Yeltsin rallied 
Sipport yesterday for his be- 
leaguered government in the 
Russian provinces, defending 
his government in a week, 
which has seen the banning 
of the opposition National 
Salvation Front, the oudaw- 
' ing of the paramilitary parlia- 
mentary guard, and a 
tougher stance towards the 
Baltic states. 

Speaking in Astrakhan in 
southeastern Russia, Mr 
Yeltsin promised stabilisation 
early next year, but did not 
rule out the possibility that he 
would move to rule by decree 
if the challenges to his reform 
programme harden. 

The president has been 
sharply criticised by Baltic 
leaders for his decree, issued 
on Thursday, linking the 
withdrawal of Russian troops 


to guarantees of human 
rights for former Russian 
military personnel in the 
three states. Nato said that it 
was concerned at the decision 
to postpone the pullout and 
urged Russia to resume its 
withdrawal forthwith. 

Andrejis Krastins, the Lat- 
vian leader, said that the 
move “reflected the instability 
of power in Russia" and that 
Moscow’s position on the 
Baltic stales “changes every 
day with every twist and turn 
of tire internal political situa- 
tion”. The decree is dearly 
intended to pacify die mili- 
tary. who have accused Mr 
Yeltsin of being too cautious 
in defending the interests of 
Russians in die former Soviet 
republics.

said die withdrawal of Rus- 
sian troops and equipment 
from the Baltic states could 
take up to seven years. The 
refusal of the three nations to 
allow deployment of fresh 
recruits from Russia to dis- 
mantle equipment was slow- 
ing the operation. 

With the political atmo- 
sphere growing more frenzied 
as the powerful Congress of 
People's Deputies approach- 
es, the Russian leader is being 
cornered by sundry enemies. 
Mr Yeltsin feces pressure 
from several sources, starting 
with the alliance of far left ana 
far right. Western terminol- 


ogy fails to cope adequately 
with the spectrum of Russian 
politics. The National Salva- 
tion Front indudes former 
hardline communists, such as 
Victor Alksnis. who opposed 
President Gorbachev's re- 
forms. nationalists such as 
Sergei Baburin, and power- 
mad mavericks such as the 
parliamentary chairman, 
Ruslan Khasbulatov. 

Dangerously' for the gov- 
ernment. they have put aside 
their differences to concen- 
trate on balding against re- 
forms. Both wings have 
Slavophile tendencies and 
distrust the West the one 


camp anng “Anglo-Saxon 
pro- Zionism". the other "capi- 
talist imperialism". The result 
is the same desire to lead 
Russia off the course of inte- 
gration into Western econom- 
ic and security systems. 

The strength of such 
groupings is their appeal to 
battered national pride and 
the simplicity of their message 
at a time when the population 
is not interested in fathoming 
political complexities. The 
weakness is their chaotic 
heterogeneity. 

The Civic Union is an 
umbrella-group dominated 
by the military- industrial 
complex and its interests. Its 
main players are Arkadi 
Volsky, head of the industrial- 
ists' union, and Aleksandr 
Rutskoi. the ambitious vice- 
president who last week in- 
dulged in the not entirely 
supportive observation that

"an economic and political 
rubbish dump". 

Earlier this year, the union 
was seen as the hardline 
threat until the extremists 
showed their strength.

ALGER Hiss, the convicted 
perjurer and suspected Soviet 
spy, has held a press confer- 
ence in New York to declare 
his “happiness, elation and 
joy" that his name had finally 
been deared of the charges of 
espionage against him dating 
backto!948. 

Frail at 87 but still emphati- 
cally proclaiming his inno- 
cence. Mr Hiss said he had 
begun to fear that be would 
not be exonerated in his 
lifetime but believed “the truth 
would eventually come our". 

The truth about Mr Hiss 
may be as elusive as ever, and 
the latest chapter in a mystery 
that has divided this country 
has sparked a fresh round of 
disagreement among histori- 
ans, Soviet experts and Ameri- 
cans for whom the Hiss case is 
one of the definitive episodes 
of the Cold war.

Nobody, save the 
most starry-eyed Perot loyalist 
believes he can win the Lone 
Star state but he can act as a 
spoiler, although it is not clear 
who he will hurt most 

If he is to secure re-election, 
Mr Bush must win Texas, the 
third most populous state in 
the union. With California 
and New York firmly in the 
Democrat camp, it will be 
virtually impossible for the 
president to go back to the 
White House without the 
backing of Texas and Florida. 

For most of the past month 
Mr Clinton and the president 
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have been running neck and 
neck in Texas. Texas has not 
backed .ffie Democrats in a 
White House contest since 
Jimmy Carter won it 16 years 
ago. Ronald Reagan was 
adored here but there is little 
enthusiasm for Mr Bush. 

Texans learnt the hard way 
that what goes boom goes 
bust. In the 1 970s and eariy 
1980s the state enjoyed 
breathtaking expansion. The 
oil flowed. Houston swag- 
gered, Dallas became the 
banking and insurance capital 
of the Sun Belt at its sunniest 
time and celebrated by trans- 
forming its skyline with glass 
towers. Rallying around the 
cry. “better nouveau than nev- 
er". the new rich flaunted their 
wealth and the not so rich 
enjoyed a lifestyle that was the 
envy of middle America. With 
a slump in the "awl bkfriess", 
as Texans pronounce it in 
1986, the good times went 

Senior Texas Republicans 
admit the economy is under- 
mining their electoral base 
and Mr Bush has. fairly or 
not, taken much of the blame. 
He has done his best to modify 
voters in recent months. He 
cut a deal with Congress to 
keep federal financing for the 
development of an $8 billion 
(£5 billion) atom smasher in 
South Dallas with the promise 
of more than 7.000 jobs. In 
the summer he authorised, to 
the dismay of China, the $6 
billion sale to Taiwan of FI 6 
fighters, which are made at 
Fort Worth. 

The Democrats, however, 
are making inroads in the 
Permian Basin in west Texas, 
the centre of the ofl industry. 
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In Dallas and Fort Worth, Mr 
Perot is thought to be taking 
votes Mr Bush needs to offset 
the Democrats’ strength 
among Hispanic voters in the 
south of the state. But Mr 
Clinton has not poured his 


resources into the state, as 
he has never really believed he 
could win it. His real objective 
has been to do enough to 
compel Mr Bush to spend 
more time in Texas, thereby 
cutting down on the trips the 


president could make to the 
battleground areas of the 
northeast and Midwest Mr 
Clinton has tempted fate; no 
Democrat has won the presi- 
dency since 1845 without 
carrying Texas. 
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THE announcement from the 
US Department of Commerce 
this week that the American 
economy grew by a surprising 
2.7 per cent in the third 
quarter of 1992 could not 
have come at a more helpful 
moment for the president’s 
election campaign. It certainly 
put a new spring into Mr 
Bush's stride, and h has left 
the Democrats feeling, and 
looking, abashed. 

Until Tuesday, when the 
news broke. Bill Clinton and 
A1 Gore had largely got away 
with painting a grim picture of 
the United States being in the 
grip of not so much a recession 
as a slump. They had done 
their best to identify Mr Bush 
with Herbert Hoover, but the 
comparison between 1932 
and 1 992 was never particu- 
larly realistic. Unemployment 
was three times higher 60 
years ago and Hoover, far 
from presiding over six 
successive quarters of modest 
growth, throughout his fast 
year watched the US economy 
contract by 14 per cent 

The real challenge confront- 
ing whoever is elected will 
remain the one that has en- 
gaged the attention of a large 
number of voters. How can a 
stimulus be applied to the 
economy and steps simultan- 
eously be taken to bring down 
the federal budget deficit, 
standing at a record $290.2 
billion? As if that were not 
daunting enough, what can be 
done to reduce the national 
debL which has now risen to 
almost $4 , 1 00 billion?

If Ross Perot's eccentric 
campaign has done nothing 
eke. it has brought these issues 
very much into the electoral 
focus- Alone among the candi- 
dates he has hammered away 
on the theme of how the 
present generation is storing 
up troubles for their children 
and grandchildren. He has 
even made the figures famil- 
iar. the national debt places a 
burden of $31,496 on every 
American worker, and each is 
paying out $2,292 this year to 
meet the interest charges. 

Mr Perot has a plan, if not 
io liquidate the national debt 
then at least to eliminate the 
ever-soaring federal deficit.

Mr Clinton, py contrast 
yields the impression of being 
an unreconstructed Keynes- 
ian. The kind of partnership 
between business and govern- 


ment practised in Japan and 
Germany is what America 
must seek to emulate, he says. 

Unlike the president, he is 
pledged to introduce tax in- 
creases. He aims to collect over 
the next four years $97 billion 
by raising the top tax rate from 
31 to 36 percent and $45 bil- 
lion from the 72 per cent of 
foreign companies operating 
in the United Stales mat at the 
moment pay no tax.

US ‘asked Saudis to 
halt Iran sub deal’

PENTAGON officials have 
refused to comment on reports 
nere that the Bush admmfcfra- 
tion was so alarmed earlier 
this year by the imminent sate 
of Russian attack submarines 
to Iran that it encouraged 
Saudi Arabia to pay Moscow 
nor to go ahead. 

The Saudis were not pre- 
pared to pay the necessary 
price. The Washington Post 
reported yesterday, and the 
liik of the submarines is now 
on its way to Iran. The 
administration's fear is that 
Tehran will deploy the vessels 
in the Strait of Hormuz, 
through which 20 per cent of 
the world’s ofl is shipped. 

Defence officials told the 
Post that they envisaged US 
warships once again escorting 
friendly ships in the Gulf if 

Iran were to deploy tte vessels 
in the strait. “1 can’t imagine 
we’ll permit them to do that” 
one said. “We conducted a 
substantial mSitaiy operation 


to prevent that five years ago 
and. if anything, our interests 
are now stronger." 

The Pentagon said yester- 
day that Iran had bought at 
least two diesel-pcweiea Kilo- 
class submarines from the 
Russians, who are desperate 
for hard currency. These sub- 
marines are extremely quia 
and bard to detect 

Officials said that the first 
two had been undergoing sea 
trials and were now bring 
used to train Iranian crews. 
One had pasted through the 
Suez canal and was being 
towed sooth through the Red 
Sea. The second was still at a 
Russian naval base in Riga. 
Latvia.

year. Rear Admiral Edward 
Sheaffer, director of naval 
intelligence, gave a wanting

Oxford turns 
on its dark side 


Matthew d’Ancona considers the tragic 
death of a brilliant working-class student 


L ike all true tragedies, the 
death of Tracey Coles, the 
brilliant Oxford freshman 
found dead in her college room, 
retold an old and bitterly familiar 
tale: in this case, of youth destroyed 
by a despairing fear of failure. A 
week into her English studies at 
Lady Margaret Hall, this gifted, 
working-class teenager was appar- 
ently overwhelmed by the glittering 
intellectual highway that stretched 
in front of her. Like Thomas 
Hardy's Jude, she had decided that 
“there were no brains in her head 
equal to this business’". 

Oxford has never truly forgiven 
Hardy for his portrayal of the 
university as Chnstminster, a bas- 
tion of privilege burdened by “four 
centuries of bigotry, gloom and 
decay” and closed to the provincial 
parvenu. Philip Larkin picked up

Yet in spite of the punting, the 
college balls and the architectural 
beauty, Oxford does have a darker 
side, caricatured in its reputation as 
the capital city of suicide. One 
college has a “suidde block”, 
another has a "suidde staircase" 
and many are supposed to be 
haunted by undergraduates who 
took their lives. There had been no 
widely publicised cases since 
Daman Walters, a chemistry stu- 
dent at St John's, killed himself 
with cyanide in 1989. but I have 
learnt of three lesser known deaths 
which never made the front page. 

Tutors who complain that the 
press and the adventures of Inspec- 
tor Morse have bestowed a morbid 
glamour upon Oxford deaths do 
have a point The murder of Rachel 
McLean, the suidde of Canon 
Gary Bennett and the acd dental 
death of Olivia Channon would not 
have made such a splash if they had 
happened in Hull. But the myth of 
a city prone to human disaster 
contains a kernel of truth. The 
university is worried enough to 
have commissioned an official re- 
port on the extent of suidde among 
its students. 

Whatever its findings, Oxford 
will agonise privately over what to

do about its latest tragedy. Some 
have already murmured that the 
death of Tracey Coles betrays a 
dearth of proper counselling in 
colleges, but they are wide of the 
mark. Few universities offer as 
much pastoral care most of which 
is offered informally by tutors 
happy to play unde or aunt, as wefi 
as teacher. On top of this there are 
women's groups, a confidential 
student helpline and a university 
counselling service with five staff. 

If the cure is there, then what is 
the disease? Oxford and Cam- 
bridge have not entirety shed their 
image as temples of insane pres- 
sure and intolerant privilege and it 
is true that there is much daft 
behaviour in both places: absurd 
dining dubs, sub fuse and Edwar- 
dian costume-wearing spring to 
mind.

But all this social engineering 
does not stop Jude the Obscure 
being awe-struck by the sight of the 
ancient stone which lines the high 
street One of the delusions of John 
Major's Britain is the belief that a 
classless society can be built on fine 
words and goodwflL Institutions as 
old and steeped in legend as 
Oxford do not lose their forbidding 
aura so easily, least of all to the 
brilliant daughter of a dinner lady 
and a foreman. 

For a few the prospect of a seat 
among the privileged is sirapty 
unbearable, a travesty of a silent 
order. Which is why the myth of the 
dreaming spires persists outside 
Oxford: and why the modern-day 
Jude stOl occasionally wishes "hie 
had never seen a book, that he 


might never see another, that he 
had never been born". 


Worst treaty in town

In a thinly veiled call for a 
referendum, she writes: “There 
seems to be a wide gap between 
some parliamentarians elected to 
represent the people and the people 
themselves. Each nation is free 
to say Yes or No to the Treaty." 
And in a further swipe at tiie 
efforts made by Jacques Detors. 
Chancellor Kohl and John Major 
to ny to bring Denmark bade 
into line, the Iron Lady writes: 
“There must be no criticism or 
coercion of those who say No — 
that after all is the freedom for 
which we all fought" 

The book vml be published 
on Wednesday to coincide with 


the Maastricht debate in the 
Commons. "Both Disraeli and 
Churchill said that the first 
duty of the Conservative Party 
was to uphold the constitution.” 
writes Lady Thatcher. “The Maas- 
tricht Treaty would change it 
fundamentally." 

Misleading analogies such as 
the European train leaving the 
station have been used in the 
debate she says. "If that train 
is going in the wrong direction it is 
better not to be on it at alL The 
Newspeak of Orwell has returned 
as EMU speak.” 

Lady Thatcher is looking for- 
ward to a vigorous debate. In a 
parting shot she warns darkly. “Do 
not be discomfited fry any attempt 
to suggest that Maastricht is inev- 
itable. Thafs what they said about 
communism." 

But Maastricht has some re- 
deeming virtues according to the 
former prime minister “It is a 
charming town." she says. “I 
visited it in 1982 for a European 
summit The people were most 
welcoming and I have always 
retained a great affection for 
the town."

Dutch are the perfect liberal capi- 
talise. On litis reasonmg, porn aifo 
prostitution are scarcely distin- 
guishable from market gardening. 
Sexual services, after all, have a 
long and illustrious history which 
down-to-earth Dutch entrepreneur- 
ship feds no shame in continuing. 

And. goodness, how comprehen- 
sively and ubiquitously they are 
supplied. However, whenever and 
wherever you want it literature far 
every taste is available at every 
newsstand and bookshop. The real 
thing is advertised in neon and the 
signs are always in English or, at 
least, in those words which have 
become the Esperanto of sleaze: 
“non-stop pom”, “sex show”, 
"great girts”. What remains of the 


hippy mecca of 30 years ago is not 
freedom but hardcore sexual com- 
merce, the cold-eyed purchase of 
every conceivable permutation. 

Gangs of young Mediterranean 
men arrive by the plane and train 
load, with money in their hands 
and fared grins. Equivalent herds 
of English louts also roam the 
streets but they seem to be here 
mainly far the beer. With crashing 
ineptness, they waste their time 
making obscene beckoning noises 
at decent women in the streets 
which is to miss the point complete- 
ly. Amsterdam's retaliation as a sex 
supermarket has nothing to do 
with most of its ordinary inhabit- 
ants. It is an industry which tiie 
conventional Dutch burghers allow 
to flourish without letting it im- 


pinge on their own domestic re- 
spectability. Foreigners may s ati a te 
themselves with depravity but the 
Dutch simply profit and, by 
decriminalising it aft, avoid die 
threat to life and property which 
illicit markets breed. 

This is not the Sixties in aspic as 
is sometimes claimed- The Sixties, 
in its first and purest incarnation, 
was about honesty and lack of 
exploitation. Had its utopian vision 
ever materialised, there would have 
been no need for pornography or 
prostitution. Pleasure was to be 
shared without commitment, not 
sold without involvement. If there is 
a decade in which Amsterdam is 
trapped it is not the idealistic 
Sixties, but their degraded descen- 
dant the -Seventies. The intemar 


tional homosexual fraternity has 
taken Amsterdam as its European 
base. Being here reminds roe of 
San Francisco in the earty days of 
the gay movement Its literature 
and publications have their own 
shelves in the newsstands and there 
is an establidied network of Ameri- 
can men who have adopted the 
city as their own. 

The drug dealers in Dam Square 
arc purveying their goods more m 
tiie spirit of hedonism than mysti- 
-rism. They have turned the oty into 
a magnet for the heroin and 
cocaine trade, where it once was 
merely the benign centre for pot- 
smoking students. Taking the en- 
lightened past urged by every bien- 
pensant pundit, Amsterdam has 
been well and truly corrupted. But 


is ft tolerance which has been so * 
destructive, or renarajusness? 

That is probably the question for 
our time in Western Europe. Now 
that capitalism is the only wrwmg 
sysifiir! the serio’Bdaaetot o b e 
feced. How much moral control 
should democracy impose on the 
market? Now that we are no longer 
fighting communism but only our 
own worst instincts how much do 
we permit? When untraramefled 
private pleasure turns into public 
squalor should we make coBeaive 
decisions about how any of us may 

spend our money? a 

If Europe is to be a place of ** 
unrestricted travel and exdunge. it 
is just that kind of question on 
which we will have to reach some 
consensus. Italy, where a core erf 
armed police maintain a vigil 
against drug imporim win have to 
cohabit with Holland which has 
given over a park to its. heroin 
mainliners. There is much lively 
argument to come.

Pride in our imperial story 


Jan Morris gives enthusiastic backing to plans for a museum devoted to the British empire 


D own in Bristol, a dty 
long ago enriched by 
the slave trade, and 
including now one of 
the most articulate Caribbean com- 
munities in Britain, something 
unexpected stirs: a national muse- 
um dedicated entirety to the idea of 
empire. Not just empire in the 
abstract either, but specifically the 
imperial purpose as it was inter- 
preted by the British, during tiie 
five centuries of their overseas 
adventuring. Private enthusiasts 
have founded the museum, and 
with the help of various public 
bodies, national and local they 
have raised some £1.75 million to 
make a start on it 
It is a bold, some might say a 
reckless notion, deliberately to sum- 
mon into the national memory all 
the mingled triumphs and dis- 
graces of the great enterprise, and is 
sure to incite powerful emotions for 
and against 

Some may consider it an insensi- 
tive initiative, in Bristol of all places, 
in the depth of a recession too. but I 
myself am of tiie opinion that such 
a public reappraisal of empire is 
necessary to the self-understanding 
of modem Britain. Whether § 
succeeds, as I see it depends not

only upon raising another £5 
million or so, but also upon the 


million or so, but also upon tiie 
degree of national maturity — 
whether tiie new multi-ethnic Brit- 
ain can face up to its own past with 
honest dispassion among all its 
communities, or whether it is 
conditioned for ever to be at odds 
with itself and its nature. 

For the whole point of the empire 
museum will be that it is idedogh 
caDy neutral I speak as one of its 
trustees, and I would be horrified If 
I found that its exhibits were 
slanted one way or the other — 
other denying the merits of British 
imperialism, or playing down its 
cruelties and injustices. The pur- 
pose of the museum will be not to 
present a case, but simply to 
commemorate and explain one of 
the supremely significant develop- 
ments of history. 

The museum's budding is sym- 
bolically proper. It is the original 
Bristol terminal of Brunei’s Great 
Western Railway. This has long 
fallen upon hand times, and over- 
looks a dismal Landscape of car 
parks, half-derelict warehouses and 
what I take to be bomb sites from 
the blitz. The building has its own 
neo-imperialist connotations, for in 
the 1830s transatlantic passengers 
arrived here from London to em- 
bark on the Bristol-built ss Great 
Western direct for New York— part 
of the British-dominated system of 
world communications which was 
the scaffolding of empire. 

Brand himself designed the 
passenger shed in a severely func- 
tional style, but it is attended by 
elaborate mock-Tudor structures by 
Matthew Digby Wyatt, and under- 
neath it all mere is a Piranesi-like 
undercroft pan of it stabling, part

of it the pits into which ashes from 
the furnaces of locomotives were 
emptied. It is a tremendous build- 
ing. made for display, and only 
waiting to have its consequence 
restored. 

This they are working on now, 
but for the most part the old station 
remains the haunting ghost of a 
building, dark and rawing, with 
tiie museum's minuscule founding 
staff working within the turretea 
famde. and much of tiie rest still 
cavernous and dusty. It needs the 
eye of hope (or distaste) to imagine 
it as it will one day be. 

Then the station’s grand en- 
trance, at present invested by 
miscellaneous squalor, will open 
stately upon a plaza leading to the 
old Floating Harbour, the basin in 


the dty centre which was for so long 
one of the great ports of the empire. 
The link with the sea and the wide 
world will be immediate and 
symbolical and will remind every- 
one that with Cabot's sailing for 
Newfoundland from this veiy port, 
in 1497, the British Empire may 
wdl be said to have begun. 

If this seems a flamboyant intro- 
duction to the theme, in general the 
message of the museum will be 
more educational than theatrical 
With luck the whole project will be 
completed by 1997, to coincide 
conveniently both with the 
quincentenary of Cabot's voyage, 
and the British withdrawal from 
the last great colony, Hong Kong: 
by then almost everything the 
empire ever did, almost everywhere 


it held sway, almost all its origins 
and aftereffects, will be recorded 
here in documents, photographs, 
film dips and taped interviews, and 
illustrated in the galleries, stables 
and ash-dumps of the old depot 

At the bottom of the m u seum's 
handouts there is an image of a 
black and a white hand, dasped in 
amity orcoflaboration and to one of 
my temperament the project errs, if 
anything, in the direction of polit- 
ical correctness. Any tendency to 
maitialism, flag-wagging, racial 
complacency or prejudicial lan- 
guage has been . severely sup- 
pressed. and the more shameless erf 
the old empire-builders would be 
astonished to find bow modest is its 
approach to their jingoistic labours. 

And so of course it should be — I 


ain not sneering, only laughing, as 
one who has pofiaps taken too 
great a pleasure in the superbia of 
British imperialism. Arrogance in 
such a museum would be unibrgiv- 
able. The question realty is. should 
such a museum exist at all? Is this 
the right historical moment? Is 
Bristol the proper place? Will the 
money ever be raised? Shall we 
realty ewer see the flags flying 
outside Brunei's great gateway, and 
the plaza running away to the 
Floating Harbour?. 

I hope so. I shall believe it when I 
see it, but I think the British should 
commemorate their empire, the 
most terrific of all their enterprises, 
with penance certainly, fait also 
with pride: even (dare I say iff) with 
a bit erf swagger. 
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There were murmurs of disap- 
proval when it was presented to 
him at a birthday party in the Hyde 
Park Hotel this week, but Solti 
himself was delighted.

Britain s schools need both new freedoms and new rules Tory loyalties and the honour of the prime minister 


In the longest Education Bill in history, 
there was inevitably scope for self-contradic- 
tion. The Education Secretary, John Patten, 
wants to free schools from one set of rigid 
controls, but can do so only by imposing 
another set When undemocratic forces'll ave 
secured a hold on local institutions, it is 
d iffi cu l t to seize them bade without appear- 
ing totalitarian. The government deserves 
congratulation for its attempt yesterday to 
dislodge the vested interests that control the 
state school system. Instead it will be accused 
of excessive centralisation and worse. 

How does an elected government give 
back to ordinary people power which has 
been taken from them by unaccountable 
agencies such as local education authorities? 
It is superficially paradoxical to urge the 
“freeing" of schools from local mandarins 
only to subsume them under a single 
Whitehall bureaucracy. It may seem still 
odder to exorcise the dogmatic obsessions of 
local left-wing ideologues by imposing a 
fixed curriculum from which no school may 
deviate. Is Mr Patten not simply replacing a 
variety of small tyrannies with a larger, and 
more inescapable one? 

Yes and no. If this Bill seems to have 
conflicting motives — centralising control of 
the curriculum where it preaches greater 
diversity, for example — it is because the 
political manoeuvring of the education 
establishment has left little alternative. The 
interlocking influences of the schools inspec- 
torate. the colleges of education, the teaching 
unions and the council education officers 
who dominate the staffing of state schools, 
present a skilful variety of different faces 
when threatened with change. 

When, for example, attempts are made to 
raise primary school standards by regular 
testing, the curriculum advisory bodies insist 
that tests be consistent with the kind of anti- 


didactic teaching practice that has been 
responsible for lowering standards in the 
first place. Teaching lobbies then complain 
that these tests are excessively time-consum- 
ing and wasteful of their energies. 

It is not altogether surprising that in 
tackling this hydra-headed beast, even the 
well-intentioned reformer ties himself up in 
knots. True, there is something ominously 
Leninist about the idea that you can deliver 
power to the people only through the conduit 
of central government authority. But the 
particular mechanism which the Bill offers 
— freedom for schools both to opt out of local 
authority control and to specialise and vary 
their approach within a basic minimum 
syllabus — is broadly sound. 

The most fundamental principle is that 
parents’ wishes must be paramount But one 
important clause seems to breach it that 
covering the incurably bad schools to which 
“flying" squads will be sent These squads 
wilJ be allowed to replace staff, and possibly 
even to steer the school towards opting out 
without a parental ballot This is a drastic 
strategy. But what else is to be done with , 
“sink" schools in which parents can do so 
little and care so little? 

If this Bin is fatally undermined by its 
seeming inconsistencies, it will be a pity. Mr 
Patten seems sincerely committed to the idea 
of improving education for the majority of 
children. Further, he seems to interpret this 
to mean what most parents understand by it 
restoring foe importance of knowledge and 
visible achievement Such a politically haz- 
ardous reorganisation ought not to be ne- 
cessary simply to reinstate the doctrine that 
children are liberated, rather than oppress- 
ed, by instruction and that their self-esteem 
is enhanced, rather than undermined, by 
structured goals. That it has become 
necessary is not foe fault of this government 


HIGH HOPES FROM JORDAN 

The news from the Middle East is getting better 


The announcement that Israel and Jordan 
have reached tentative agreement on a 
framework for peace brings the seventh 
round of Arab-1 sraeli talks to an unexpect- 
edly positive conclusion. This may not be foe 
hardest part of the. Middle East peace 
process but it does at least show cause of 
continuing optimism. 

The timing is important, as all patties to 
foe talks know. With only three days to go 
before foe election, foe Bush administration 
has an achievement in one of foe few foreign 
policy areas where American emotions are 
deeply engaged, and where James' Baker'S 
ability as a secretary of state was . most 
convincingly shown. 

For Yitzhak Rabin’s government, foe 
result comes none too soon. After four 
months in power, he had little to showfor his 
electoral claim that he offered a way out of 
the negotiating cul-de-sac. He has used up 
much political capital in explicit acceptance 
of foe land-for-peace formula and in taking 
on foe settlement movement The recent 
killing of five Israeli soldiers by Hezbollah 
fundamentalists and foe fatal rocket attack 
on Kiryat Shmona — insensitively condoned 
by foe chief Syrian negotiator — have so 
incensed most Israelis that foe right-wing 
opposition is now calling for an immediate 
pull-out from the talks. King Husain has also 
been able to ride foe wave of domestic 
sympathy after his return from a cancer 
operation in America. He now feds strong 
enough to move forward without waiting for 
agreement by other Arab negotiators. 

Jordan has had a de facto peace with 
Israel for many years. The king regularly 
meets Israeli leaders; Jordan has informal 
agreements on water, foe environment. 


tourism and border questions; and foe daily 
traffic in people and goods across foe 
Allenby bridge is evidence of foe myriad 
links between foe Jordan, the West Bank 
and Israel None the less it is important that 
progress be made to proper diplomatic links. 

In other areas of the talks, progress has 
been stubbornly slow. Israel had high hopes 
of foe initial Syrian flexibility. There was 
even talk of an Assad-Rabin summit Israel 
has conceded foe need to return some of 
Golan, and was even contemplating ac- 
knowledgement of Syrian sovereignty over 1 
all foe occupied heights. The Syrians have 
held out for full withdrawal, and do not want 
a peace that is not finked to a settlement of 
foe Palestinian issue. Now Israeli public 
opinion may insist on no further movement 
until Syria, still foe dominant force in 
Lebanon, curbs Hezbollah. 

Meanwhile the moderate Palestinian 
negotiators, wary of the Hamas fun- 
damentalist hold in foe West Bank and 
Gaza, have also toughened their stance. , 
Despite Israel’s readiness to accept Palestin- I 
ian negotiators from outside and its blind ! 
eye to PLO links, progress in defining 
Palestinian autonomy may be slow. 

The significance of these latest talks — and 
those in Paris on regional issues — is that 
they depend less now on pressure from 
Washington. Whoever wins on Tuesday, 
peace is no longer such a hostage to electoral 
politics. Radical Arab states may test foe 
resolve of a new Democratic president; but 
foe parties convening again on November 9 
are Likely to pick up where they have just left 
off. Whether he wins or not, that wfll be one 
of George Bush's most solid contributions to 
worid peace. 


OLD STAR WARS 

Galileo stiQ teaches blinkered man to keep his mind open 


The mills of the Church of Rome grind slow, 
but they grind exceeding small. Pope John 
Paul II is going to rehabilitate Galileo today, 
three and a half centuries after foe In- 
quisition condemned him as a heretic for his 
view that foe Earth goes round foe sun. This 
pontifical IMum is more important for the 
reputation of the Roman Catholic Church 
than for Galileo’s, which was sanctified by 
history long ago. But better late than never 
for popes to see the light 

By all accounts, in du ding those older and 
more careful than Brecht’s, Galileo was an 
impossible intellectual; arrogant grumpy 
and obsessive. His adoption of foe Coper- 
nican cosmology, verified by the Venetian 
telescopes he helped to perfect seemed to 
threaten foe literal interpretation of foe 
Bible, which saw the Earth at the centre ofafl 
things, and the stars in the firmament of 
heaven as lamps placed up there for foe 
benefit of man. 

Galileo was dangerous because he wrote 
in vernacular Italian that the roan in the 
Roman piazza could understand. He threat- 
ened foe tenure of the Aristotelian vested 
interests in the universities; He was _ a 
millstone round the neck of the church in ns 
war with foe Reformation. But he was right. 

He was also lucky. Other notorious victons 

of false accusations, such as foe sensitive but 

misunderstood Emperor Tiberius and Rich- 
ard III had detractors. Tacitus and Shake- 
speare, who wielded sharper and wither 
pens than Cardinal Beflarraine and foe 
hacks of the Inquisition. With better 
anackers, even three and a half centuries 
might not have been enough. 


In his recantation before foe Inquisition 
Galileo “abjured, cursed and detested" his 
heretical new view of the universe. After- 
wards he allegedly muttered “Eppur si 
muove, it still moves", a remark that is in 
character even though foe ben trovato 
quotation was not recorded until more than 
a century after his death. 

Today, in foe age to which Galileo was a 
midwife, scientists rather than popes are 
thought of as infallible. This pope, from foe 
same bloody-minded but admirable nation 
as Copernicus, has made foe improvement 
of relations between his Church and science 
one of the goals of his pontificate. Stephen 
Hawking, a Galileo of today, is among foe 
celebrity scientists who have attended semi- 
nars arranged by the pope. 

Professor Hawking is one of those seeking 
foe ultimate equation of everything. "If we 
can find the answer to that — it would be foe 
ultimate triumph of human reason — for 
then we should know the mind of God”, he 
has said. That is a claim to omniscience as 
arrogant as that of foe Inquisition. 

The moral of Galileo, his condemnation 
and belated rehabilitation, is that man may 
be the measure of all things, but that 
ultimate certainty is never going to be 
available on this small errant planeL 
Metaphysical answers, religious answers. , 
even scientific answers, are provisional until 
proved wrong. It is a tum-up for foe good , 
book that this humanist message is belatedly j 
recognised, even by popes. It takes time. < 
Human knowledge and nature are still 
worthy of much improvement. But foe world 
does move.

Sir. The city of Sarajevo and its 
inhabitants cannot outlive the winter 
if its siege and bombardment con- 
tinue — a bombardment which has 
actually grown more intense of recent 
days.

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Cold eye on Comet 
Swift-Tuttle 

From Dr Brian G. Marsden 

Sir. As foe astronomer responsible for 
the initial suggestion foal Comet 
Swift-Tuttle might conceivably hit the 
Earth on its next return. I was 
dismayed by foe tone of your report 
and leading article (October 26). 

The report said that “foe chance of 
collision is eaimiafprf at one in 400". 
When pressed. 1 have mentioned a 
figure of more like one in 10,000 and 
the date of foe possible encounter as 
August 14. 2126. rather than 21 16. 

Our great- grandchildren will no 
doubt welcome foe reprieve. How- 
ever. we simply do not know whether 
there is any danger. That is why 1 
indicated that a worldwide effort 
should be made on this comet. 

Discovered in 1 862. Comet Swift- 
Tuttle takes about 1 30 years to travel 
around the Sun. Until ft was picked 
up at foe end of last September most 
astronomers thought that its period 
was 120 years and that it passed by 
unobserved some ten yean ago. This 
ten-year delay shows that the orbit 
does not conform to foe law of 
gravitation. 

The motions of most comets are to 
9ome extent affected in addition tty 
reactive forces to their expulsion of 
meteoric material, but Swift-Tuttle 
has carried this trait to an extreme — 
one very good reason for the preva- 
lence of 1 the associated Perseid meteor 
shower each August It is precisely 
because of these forces that foe 
computation is uncertain. 

At this point we need not confirm- 
ing calculations, but further observa- 
tions. Starting around the middle of 
1993. Comet Swift-Tuttle needs to be 
carefully observed with foe large 
telescopes of the southern hemisphere 
and also with foe Hubble space 
telescope, if and when it gets repaired. 
The observations should continue for 
at least five years, as foe comet recedes 
far beyond the orbit of Saturn and 
fades dramatically. 

At these larger distances Swift- 
Tuttle win pretty much return to its 
frozen state and negligible amounts of 
meteoric material wfll be expelled. 
The reactive forces should therefore 
disappear, and foe orbit can be 
computed from foe observations on 
foe basis of gravitational theory alone. 

By the turn of the century we should 
be able definitively to state whether 
there is any chance whatsoever that 
our descendants wfll be threatened tty 
Swift-Tuttle on its next passage 
through the inner part of the solar 
system. This reasoned approach will 
probably completely dispose of the 
problem. 

If, even as a result of these new 
observations and computations, the 
threat remains, we shall at least have 
alerted our descendants to ft. If the 
threat disappears, there are surely 
other comets and asteroids to take its 
place. 

With foe appropriate construction 
and co-ordinated use of an army of 
new telescopes set up around foe 
world it should be possible, over foe 
course of a few decades, to discover 
and identity almost all the asteroids 
and a large proportion of foe comets 
that might collide with the Earth 
during the next several centuries. 

In the unlikely event of our calculat- 
ing a sure hit the offending object will 
in all probability make several revolu- 
tions around foe Sun before the fatal 
day. This will allow opportunities 
both for intensive study of the object 
and. eventually, air attacking ft 
before it can attack us.

SIR KENNETH MacMILLAN 


Sir Kenneth MacMillan, prinripaf 
choreographer to the Royal Ballet, 
died during! the last act of bis own 
ballet Mayerlittg ai Covent Garden 
on October 30 aged 62. He was born 
in Dunfermline on December 1 1 
1929. 

W ith the death of Sir Kenneth 
MacMillan, British ballet has 
lost one of its most distin- 
guished and distinctive creators. Dame 
Ninette de Valois, who accepted the 15- 
year-old MacMillan as a student at the 
Sadler’s Wells Ballet School in January 
1945. once wrote that “his work is as 
varied as it is fearless”. It was the 
adventurous aspect of MacMillan's cre- 
ativity. his willingness to risk everything in 
pursuit of a theatrically brave form of 
dance, that brought him his greatest 
triumphs as well as some of bis deepest 
concern about the misunderstanding of 
his choreography. 

Kenneth MacMillan was bom in 
Scotland where his father ran a chicken 
farm — unsuccessfully. Bad debts forced 
the family to move abruptly to Great 
Yarmouth when Kenneth was six. In the 
aspirant dancer accepted by de Valois in 
1 94 5 there were already present emotion- 
al strands which would influence the 
creativity of the mature artist. His mother, 
to whom he was particularly dose and 
who took him to variety and pantomime, 
died when he was 1 1 . His father, often out 
of work in the 1 930s, was a remote figure, 
and of his siblings it was a deaf sister with 
whom he found the closest relationship. 
In these fads we can trace evidence of that 
feeling for the “outsider", the character at 
odds with family or society, which was to 
become a recurrent theme in his ballets. 

H e was early fascinated by the 
cinema, where he became aware 
of the possibilities of dancing in 
the Astaire-Rogeis musicals. Emulation 
of tap-dancing led on to lessons, appear- 
ance in concert parties, and even im- 
promptu performances In Great 
Yarmouth pubs to earn pennies from 
summer visitors. His subsequent decision 
to leant classical dancing came from 
reading The Dancing Times, and the 
announcement of an audition for foe 
Sadler's Wells School inspired him to 
write a letter, purporting to be from his 
father, dedaring: “My son. who is nearly 
1 5. wants to be a ballet dancer and many 
people think he is very talented." 

The “many people" may have bear an 
exaggeration, but Ninette de Valois was in 
no doubt about the abilities of the boy 
whom she accepted far her school. Within 
15 months he had made sufficient 
progress to merit inclusion in foe Sadia's 
Wefis Opera Ballet (soon to become the 
Sadler's Wells Theatre Balled which had 
been initiated to maintain ballet at its 
home theatre and to nurture young talent 
for the larger Sadler’s Wells company. 
With that company he made his debut as 
a dancer, then transferred to the Covent 
Garden troupe where bis elegant classical 
style was to be admired as Florestan in 
The Sleeping Beamy and in the trio of 
Balanchine’s Ballet Imperial- 
His dancing career, however, gave 
lace to choreography, a change hastened 
iv a developing distaste for performance. 
Encouraged by friends in the Theatre 
Ballet. MacMillan made a workshop 
piece. Somnambulism, in 1953, and 
followed it with Laiderette, whose success 
indicated the sureness of foe young 
choreographer's gift Ninette de Valois 
commissioned his first professional ballet 
Da nses Concertantes, for the Theatre 
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Ballet and with its premiere on January 
18, 1955. h was dear that a powerful 
choreographic talent had arrived. 

During the next decade MacMillan 
was recognised as a markedly original 
creator. His ballets for both sections of 
what was now the Royal Ballet told of an 
ptceptional skiQ in reworking the academ- 
ic vocabulary of steps, and of a developing 
concern with the way dramas of the 
psyche could be told in dance. In 
Noctambules of 1956, diameters re- 
vealed their inner selves under hypnosis: 
in 1958 The Burrow — foe ballet in which 
he discovered Lynn Seymour as his Muse 
— showed people under extreme mental 
pressure. In The Invitation of 1961 sexual 
tensions found vivid realisation in move- 
ment and in Lynn Seymour and Christo- 
pher Gable Kenneth MacMillan revealed 
a pair of dancers of extreme beauty and 
expressiveness. 

The importance of MacMillan's gifts, 
and his identity as the leader of a second 
wave of British choreography in succes- 
sion to Sir Frederick Ashton, were 
confirmed when, in 1965, he produced 
his folHengfo Romeo and Juliet at 
Covent Garden. A sensational success, it 
prefaced a major change in his career. 

He had for some time considered 
setting Mahler’s Das Lied von der Erie. 
The Covent Garden board felt that the 
score was sacrosanct But MacMillan's 
contemporary and friend, John Cranko, 
director of the Stuttgart Ballet since 1961, 
welcomed the opportunity to stage it lied 
was produced for the Stuttgart Ballet at 
the end of 1965 and was quickly 
recognised as one of MacMillan's most 
intense and beautiful ballets. 

In foe following year he was invited to 
move to Berlin to direct the ballet 
company at the Staatsoper, and he 
accepted, taking with him Lynn Seymour 
as his principal ballerina. For the next 
three years MacMillan laboured tirelessly 
to shape foe company as a worthy classic 
ensemble, staging new ballets — notably 
tire one-act Anastasia for Seymour — and 
producing handsome versions of The 
Sleeping Beauty and Swan Lake. 

The onerous double task of directing 
and administering the Berlin troupe took 
temporary toll of MacMillan’s health. His 
inadequacy in foe German language did 
not help either. By 1 970 he had returned 
to London and to Covent Garden- Sir 
David Webster, general administrator of 
the Royal Opera House, had advised 
MacMillan when he left for Berlin that he 
was to be director of foe Royal Ballet when 
Sir Frederick Ashton relinquished the 
post Thus it was that MacMillan took up 
his appointment in the autumn of 1 970. 
with John Field as co-director. The joint 
directorship had been mishandled by foe 
Opera House, and within three months 
Field resigned and MacMillan became 
sole artistic director at a time when the two 
sections of the Royal Ballet were undergo- 
ing considerable reorganisation. 

His seven years as head of foe company 
were marked by exceptional successes and 
by troughs of public and mess dislike — 
or. as he prefe n e d to say. incomprehen- 
sion. Both the foil-length works he made 
during this time —Anastasia and M anon 
— were attacked by certain critics, and as 
strongly supported by others. His shorter 
ballets also divided opinion, yet the 
enduring popularity of such pieces as 
Elite Syncopations and Requiem suggest 
how their merits were finally understood. 
Overriding all else was MacMillan's 
concern to display and develop foe classic 
and expressive gifts of a real ballet 
company that remained on peak form 
during foe years of his directorate. On a

personal note, his marriage in 1 974 to the 
Australian artist Deborah Williams was to 
give him enduring happiness and new 
confidence to a man who was naturally 
shy and uncertain in the presence of those 
whom he did not know welL 

I t would be wrong to protend that 
administration had not affected Mac- 
Millan's creative energies. At the end 
of the 1 977 season he resigned as director 
of the Royal Ballet, and as if to prove that 
his gifts were thereby liberated, he 
produced two of his finest works in the 
following year, foe full-length Mayerling 
for the Royal Ballet, and My Brother. My 
Sisters for Stuttgart Both confirmed the 
choreographer’s mastery at analysing 
character and emotion through tellingly 
expressive movement 
MacMillan's concent about the some- 
times enclosed and self-absorbed nature 
of ballet was manifest in several works 
that followed. With foe full-length Isadora 
for Covent Garden, he sought to break 
from foe dance-studio into the theatre; 
with Playground for foe Sadler’s Wells 
Royal Ballet he made what was almost a 
“play for dancers" that examined the 
nature of mental instability. In Valley of 
Shadows and Different Drummer his- 
desire to show ballet as an art of foe late- 
twentieth century, a means of expressing 
contemporary concerns rather than fairy- 
tale fantasy, was again a guiding creative 
ideaL 

Ventures into directing plays, and to 
working in television, were further evi- 
dence of his concern for the larger 
theatrical implications of his art In 1984, 
while remaining chief choreographer of 
the Royal Ballet, he became associate 
director of the American Ballet Theatre 
for some five years. For ABT he staged 
new works as well as producing The 
Sleeping Beautv, a Marion was planned 
but cancelled for economy reasons. Ill- 
health became a problem in 1988. when 


he suffered a heart attack, but his 
creativity continued unabated. 

The Prince of the Pagodas, to Benjamin 
Britten's score, was staged at Covent 
Garden to coincide with MacMillan's 
sixtieth birthday. He turned again to his 
Romeo designer, Nicholas Georgiadis, 
but foe evening was not foe triumph it 
should have been and a planned revival 
has been postponed. Sadler’s Wells re- 
vived his shorto - works earlier this year, 
inducting The Burrow. His last major 
ballet, again for Covent Garden, The 
Judas Tree, returned to a favourite theme 
of seoul violence in its sombre docklands 
setting. 

At the time of his death Kenneth 
MacMillan was working on the choreog- 
raphy for Nicholas Hymer’s staging of die 
musical Carousel, which opens at foe 
National Theatre on December 10. His 
contribution was about 80 per cent 
complete and foe remaining movements 
will be based on what has already been 
established. 

The basis of Kenneth MacMillan’s 
creativity was foe dassic dance which he 
learned from his student days. His love 
and understanding of it were a constant of 
his careen his talent and his cast of mind 
impelled him to see how he might develop 
it in foe quest for expressive truth. He saw 
ballet as an an foot, like the cinema or foe 
theatre, must deal with foe human 
condition as found in our time.

Coopers 
agrees to 
pay $95m

COOPERS & Lybrand. audi- 
tor of MiniScribe. a now 
defunct US computer com- 
pany, has agreed to pay a 
further $95 million to settle 
legal action against it 
The payment approved tty 
a Federal bankruptcy judge, is 
among the largest mule by an 
accounting firm in a profes- 
sional liability case and brings 
the total paid out so far fry 
Coopers to $145 million. The 
firm neither admitted nor 
denied any wrongdoing. 

Action was brought by cred- 
itors and investors who 
daimed losses as a result of a 
1986 audit in which Coopers 
certified MiniScribe profits of 
$22.7 million. The true figure 
was subsequently shown to be 
$12.2 million. 

In 1989, outside directors 
and new auditors of Mini- 
Scribe. a Colorado-based hard 
disk maker, charged that com- 
pany managers had “perpe- 
trated a massive fraud”. 

The outside directors report- 
ed that senior company offici- 
als had broken into trunks 
containing auditor's paper- 
work and altered figures to 
inflate stock values fry $1 
million. Bricks bad been pack- 
aged to look tike $4.3 nullion 
of hard disks and sent to 
distributors, to be counted as 
stock in transit 
MiniScribe filed for bank- 
ruptcy in January 1990 and 
began liquidation 16 months 
later . 

It was alleged that Coopers 
had overlooked MiniScribe^ 
bogus sales and questionable 
purchase orders and permit- 
ted the company to make 
inadequate reserves for re- 
turned goods and bad debts. 


Elsevier merger terms 
renegotiated by Reed

THE sharp fan in sterling’s 
value since Black Wednesday 
meant Reed International and 
the Dutch Elsevier group had 
to renegotiate merger terms to 
create one of the world’s five 
biggest publishing groups 
because of fee relative fall m 
value of the British business. 

Instead of an 1 1.5 per cent 
holding in Elsevier, meant to 
reflect Reed’s larger size, fee 
British partner wiD take just 
5.8 per cent once their operat- 
ing activities are merged.

Reed announced the revised 
terms wife its interim figures 
to end-September. Pre-tax 


profits are ahead 9.6 per cent 
to £93.5 million and the 
dividend rises from 5-25p to 
5.5p. Reed expects full-year 
pre-tax profits of at least £239 
million. Consumer publishing 
was the best performer, a 60 
per cent rise in operating 
profits to £33.7 miltion partly 
reflecting I PC Magazines’

viction that there is an urgent 
imperative to finalise the 
present Gan negotiations as 
soon as possible."

Pensions complaints rise 
after Maxwell scandal

LOSS of confidence in com- 
pany pensions in the wake of 
the Maxwell scandal helped to 
push the number of cases dealt 
with try the Occupational Pen- 
sions Advisory Service (Opas) 
up to 20.034 in the year to 
March 3 1 . The previous year’s 
figure was 7.240. 

Don Hall. Opas’s chief exec- 
utive. said: “Geariy, the Max- 
well affair has cast a heavy 
shadow over the UK pension 
scene." Complaints relating to 
the winding-up or merging of 
schemes, and to the use of 
surplus funds, increased most 
sharply- Opas attributed this 
partly to the recession and toe 
high level of company insol- 
vencies. Its report identifies 
delays and lack of information 
from scheme trustees and 
companies during winding- 
up as toe biggest problem.

“With Ferranti, it has been all 
about finding out what unites this 
company. I found it had a capab- 
ility of producing advanced systems 
which could be used not rally in 
defence but in business and foe 
community and that this should be 
the unifying factor. The. problem 


was how to accomplish this. We 
had seven or eight divisions w hich 
did not talk to one another, in fact 
they competed against one another.

year and finally get a chance to use 
some of its substantial tax losses.

A lot of people told me they would 
not have given 2p for Ferranti’s 
survival, but three years later we 
have pulled our debt down by well 
over half a billion pounds and we 
have a pretty good core business: It 
was a very painful process." 

The workforce has been cut from 

23.000 to 4.500, and rally about 

1 1 .000 of the workforce went with 
businesses when they were sold. 
The largest single disposal was the 
sale of tbe radar division to GEC 
for £3 10 minion. “I am focusing on 
two things," Anderson says, “now 
that I have d«dt with the life- 
threatening problems. The first is 
getting more business and the 
second' invokes strengthening foe 


capital structure of the company, 
which we may do in several ways 
including more joint ventures.” 
Ferranti has, for example, sold 50 
per cent of its sonar division to 
Thomson-CSF, the French elec- 
tronics and defence group. 

A graduate of Harvard Business 
School Anderson has had several 
“company doctor' jobs, starting in 
1966 when be was transferred to 
Britain from America as managing 
director of Globe Petroleum Sales, 
a Scunthorpe-based subsidiary of 
Tenneco.foe ofl group. “I was only 
27 and my boss asked me to go to 
England to be MD of this little 
company in trouble. I said I would 
like foe job but 1 didn't have a 
passport I had never been outside 
America. 

“I came here before my family 
mid arrived at an hotel in foe West 
End at about 4 am expecting to get 


some sleep. I was too excited, so 1 
packed ray bag at about 6am. 
hatted a cab and said ‘Show me 
London’." 

Anderson was with Tenneco for 
20 years in America and Britain, 
where he was deputy managing 
director of Albright & Wilson, 
Tenneco'S chemical subsidiary. By 
tbe tune he left the oil group to 
become president of Cdenese. the 
American fibres group, he had 
become vice president in charge of 
corporate development 

In 1985, before joining Ferranti, 
he had been coaxed back to Britain 
to muse Johnson Matthey, the 
metals group, back to h ealth . 
“When I arrived at Johnson 
Matthey, they were just announc- 
ing a £150 million loss and had 
debts of about £500 million. Fortu- 
nately, Johnson Matthey was liter- 
ally a little gold mine. It had under- 


utilised assets and a sound busi- 
ness. The only part of the company 
that was in real trouble was the 
banking subsidiary, which was set 
up ad hoc. One co-director said 
they thought they’d found a niche 
in the market but what they had 
really found was a chasm. 

“I bought a bunch of shares in 
Johnson Matthey and that was a 
very good investment, accompa- 
nied by a lucrative options scheme. 
At their low. the shares were about 
65p and bytbe time I left they were 
above £4 ” 

The picture at Ferranti is not as 
rosy. In keeping with custom. 
Anderson invested in hims elf and 
bought shares in the company 
when he arrived — about 800.000 
— but the shrinking business and 
general gloom about the company 
has seen the value of tbe shares 
plunge from 4 Op to 6\p, despite 


an improving balance sheet He 
also has options on 9.35 million 
Ferranti shares at an average strike 
price of 36.8p a share, exercisable 
early next year. He is, therefore, a 
long way out of the money and will 
need to draw on his reserves of 
optimism to sustain his enthusi- 
asm. despite an annual salary of 
£464.000. 

Anderson was raised on a cattle 
ranch on the Texas pan handle, the 
oldest of five children who helped 
their parents work the land. “My 
parents were college-educated but 
the depression changed their lives 
drastically and it coloured a lot of 
my childhood- Security became 
veiy important and we were careful 
about money for luxuries. I didn't 
see foe sea until 1 was ten and 1 
remember that moment very 
dearly” 

He describes foe Texan land- 
scape as having “a raw beauty”, but 
says he has no affinity with it He 
prefers Cheshire, where he lives 
with his Czechoslovakian wife 
DanieDa and 13-year-old daugh- 
ter. When he took control of 
Ferranti, he moved head office 
from London to one of company’s 
main sites, at Cheadle, Cheshire. 

He is a keen gardener and a lover 
of opera. An arid sailor, he had a 
43 ft yacht custom built in Taiwan 
and shipped to a mooring in the 
south of France, where he has an 
apartment near Cannes. A dapper 
dresser, Anderson has had foe 
same Sarile Row tailor for almost 
25 years. He appears at home in 
hie adopted country. 

“1 have no desire whatsoever to 
go back and live on tire land, (foe 
only house I own in America is in 
Connecticut). I closed that chapter 
when I went to the University of 
Texas to study engineering. Most 
of my life has been made up of 
distinct chapters that do not over- 
lap. I never look bade. I am not 
interested in retiring the past" 

Anderson has three children 
from his first marriage when he 
was fresh from university. That 
marriage broke down in 1976. He 
met DanieDa, a former refugee who 
speaks five languages, on a plane 
frying from London to Los Angeles. 

“You could say I won her on the 
flip of a coin — although she 
wouldn’t appreciate me saying that 
Tbe airline had overbooked and 
there were two of us left at foe 
counter with confirmed fust-class 
seats. Instead of squabbling, we 
tossed to see who got foe first-class 
seal and who sat in economy. 1 lost 
the bet and changed my life.” 

He says he has led a “relatively 
unscathed” life. “I have gone on 
logically from one tiling to the next 
and enjoyed most of it That will 
continue Insh'allah {God wfltingl-”

must help foe mood of confidence. 

The lenders must also be con- 
cerned for savers who have seen 
their income foil steadily for two 
years and will not be able to match 
each base rate cut with a similar fall 
in mortgage rates or they will have 
no money to fund the housing 
market when it picks up. 

Those concerned that any false 
stimulus will lead to runaway prices 
again should not worry. There are so 
many properties that are waiting to 
be sold by lenders, desperate home- 
owners, beneficiaries of estates and 
those rented out by job movers until 
the market picks up, that buyers will 
still be spoilt for choice and will still 
be able to negotiate a sensible price 
or walk away to foe next property. 

Lenders and homeowners have 
been patient The ideas being put 
forward to the Chancellor with 
increasing urgency have the virtue of 
saving public money in the longer 
term. Without any help buyers could 
stay on the sidelines waiting until 
they are sure that prices cannot foil 
any further. 


A year after Maxwell, many pensioners face uncertainty 


Watchdog finds schemes 
are still being plundered

ROBERT MaxweB-rtyie pen- 
sion abuses are continuing 
and many employees stand to 
lose some or all of their 
benefits through their employ- 
er's malpractice, the Ocoipar 
tional Pensions Advisory 
Service (Opas) said yesterday. 

Publishing its annual, re- 
port. Opas. which advises 
people an their pension rights, 
said that it had found “a 
worrying number of broken 
pension promises during the 
year.” The finding comes al- 
most exactly a year after 
Robert Maxwell disappeared 
from his yacht, and it was 
discovered more than £400 
million of funds belonging to 
32,000 pensioners in his 
companies had disappeared. 
A year on, nnicb of the money 
is still miss ing and nothing 
concrete has been done to 
tighten up the rules to stop 
robbery on such a huge scale. 

The number (tf complaints 
received by Opas about wind- 
ing up and merging schemes* 
and use . (tf pension fund 
surpluses fay companies, had 
more than tripled, from 4 per 
cent in 1991 to 14 per cent in 
1992. Opas attributed modi 
of this rise to the continuing 
recession, which has led to 
insolvencies and the subse- 
quent winding down of pen- 
sion funds. 

The figure indudes exam- 
ples of malpractice in com- 
pany pension schemes. Don 
HaD, Opas chief executive, 
said: “Employers are going 
into liquidation and cannot 
meet their pension promises to 
their employees. There are lots 
of miru-Maxwdls round the 
country, which although they 
are not on the same scale as 
Maxwell, have great impor- 
tance for the individual.” 

He said there were schemes 
with which Opas was involved 
where employees had received 
reduced benefits because the 
employer bad not paid over 
employees’ contributions de- 
ducted from pay to the trustee 
or insurer running the scheme 
or because employers had not 
paid promised contributions.

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Policies to play safe, rather than sony 


Despite stringent safety precautions at big 
displays, many children are still injured fay 
fireworks every year, writes Liz Dolan 


LAST year. 723 people were 
injured by fireworks in the 
month leading up to Guy 
Fawkes night. Most of them— 
460 — were children. The 
numbers are declining as safe- 
ty standards improve, last 
year's figure was 1 1 per cent 
lower than 1990. but that is no 
consolation to either die vic- 
tims or their parents. 

Accidents with fireworks are 


normally avoidable, but it is 
impossible to protect children 
from all forms of injury. The 
Rpyal Society for the Preven- 
tion of Accidents says there 
were more than three million 
accidents involving children 
up to 1 9 years of age last year. 

A few insurance companies 
ofifer personal accident policies 
specially designed for child- 
ren. Some only pay out for 


permanent disability or death. 
These are comparatively rare 
events and premiums to cover 
them are vary low. In the past 
few years, there has been a 
move towards more compre- 
hensive policies that take in 
non-permanent injuries re- 
quiring hospitalisation. 

Personal Assurance, based 
in Milton Keynes, has seen an 
enormous upsurge in demand 
for children’s personal acci- 
dent cover in recent months. 
Christopher Johnson, manag- 
ing director, says the most 
likely reason is the increased 
desire for security during a 
recession. “At times like this,

The point that Mrs Loder- 
Dyer raised in her letter of 
October 10 Mr Trower has 
not addressed. Namely, why 
have successive governments 
since 1967 continued to en- 
rich ground landlords by al- 
lowing them to repossess 
properties at the ends of leases 
without the legal requirements 
to compensate the lease- 
holder? 

There are many examples of 
unreasonable ground land- 
lords. particularly in London, 
repossessing properties not 
built by them but by specula- 
tive builders with a freehold 
vacant possession value ex- 
ceeding £1 million and the 
tenant receiving no compensa- 
tion. Aside from this being 
unacceptable under interna- 
tional law, this has been an 
on-going "windfall gain” to 
landlords over many decades. 

Parliament should have re- 


dressed this injustice in 1967, 
particularly as at the commit- 
tee stage of the Leasehold 
Reform Bill MPs voted by 18 
to 1 against the rateable value 
restriction on enfranchise- 
ment

Rejuvenated Lyle 
swings into lead 
while Faldo falters

SANDY Lyle captured the 
halfway lead in the Volvo 
Masters on the Valderrama 
course here with a second 
round of 70 yesterday. By 
contrast. Nidi Faldo, his long- 
time adversary, ballooned to a 
79. by two strokes his highest 
score of the year. 

Faldo, not surprisingly, of- 
fered only a succmct. “played 
badly, putted very badly". Lyle 
was more expansive. “I am as 
hungry now as I was when I 
first turned professional,” he 
said. “I play every event as if it 
is my last one.

Britain’s unlikely 
heavyweight takes 
shot at acceptance

L ennox Lewis is the best 
heavyweight boxer Britain 
has had; a genuine contend- 
er who could even lift die world 
title. Yet he has not won the 
acclaim of his own people mid it is 
not for want of trying. Perhaps this 
will change if he beats Donovan 
“Razor Ruddock in the final 
world tide eliminato r at Earls 
Court tonight. 

If he does, he will be considered 
the best boxer in the world, since 
most experts believe Lewis or 
Ruddock would be more than a 
match for Evander Hofyfield. the 
world champion. If he loses, his 
struggle to share some of die 
affections lavished on Frank Bru- 
no will become harder. 

Lewis’s friends are struck by die 
difference in attitude of the British 
public towards their man and Bob 
Fitzsimmons, who in 1897 be- 
came the only Englishman to win 
the world heavyweight tide. 
Fitzsimmons went to New Zea- 
land as a boy in 1873 and never 
came back but he retained his 
place in British hearts. 

Lewis, too. was bom an English- 
man. at Forest Gate, went with his 
mother at the age of 1 2 to another 
Commonwealth country. Canada, 
and came home as a young man 
with an Olympic gold medaL But 
most boxing experts see him as a 
Canadian product using Britain as 
a convenient operating base. As 
Hany Mullan. editor of Boxing 
A Tews, asked this week; was Lewis's 
decision to return founded on 
pragmatism or patriotism? 

Lewis did not deliberately target 
Britain to gain an easy passage to 
the top ten by way of the European 
title. That was the plan of the Levitt 
Group, the finance company that 
brought him back in 1989. Lewis 
had intended to stay m Canada 
after winning the gold medal in 
Seoul in 1988. A Canadian busi- 
ness group associated with his 
Romanian trainer. Arian 
Deodorescu. was interested in 
backing him. When that fell 
through, the Americans clam- 
oured for his services, including 
Lou and Dan Duva. the managers 
of Hotyfidd. 

Josephine Abercrombie’s Hous- 
ton Boxing Association was also 
interested, as were the Sugar Ray 
Leonard Group. Bob Arum, Em- 
manuel Steward and. in Britain. 
Mickey Duff. 

Surprisingly, the Levitt Group 


beat them to the punch, as it were. 
Ambrose Mendy, then Nigel 
Benn’s adviser, found out Lewis 
was available and involved die 
Levitt company, which at die time 
was looking for a heavyweight 
with a British connection. It gave 
Lewis a threeyear contract with an 
option for two more years, a house 
in Crayfoid, a salary of £500-a- 
week. a Mercedes car. free trips to 
Canada and back for his mother, 
Violet and a programme of bouts 
to help him learn foe trade. 

Lewis derided to win as many 
titles as possible to establish his 
credentials and be disposed of his 
opponents with foe minimum of 
fuss. He stopped Jean Chanet of 
France, foe European champion, 
in six rounds; Gary Mason, the 
British champion, in seven; Glenn 
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Mdodc 27 wins (20 hade Ok distance). 3 
defeats. 1 draw.

McCroiy. the challenger for both 
titles, in two. He knocked out Mike 
Weaver, a former world champi- 
on, in six, and avenged an 
Olympic defeat by Tyrell Biggs in 
three rounds. Derek Williams, the 
Commonwealth champion, also 
went in three but Lewis made hard 
work of Levi Billups. When he 
stopped Mike Dixon in four 
rounds on August 1 1. his record 
was 21 wins in 21 bouts. 

He had won everything but 
acceptance in Britain. He had 
parted company with his trainer. 
John Davenport, who had done a 
good job refurbishing the gym at 
foe Henry Cooper public house in 
foe Old Kent Road and taken 
Lewis from an amateur to a 
successful professional Lewis ap- 


pointed two Americans, Pepe 
Correa, as his trainer, and Ome 
Dunlap his camp coordinator, 
both from the Sugar Ray Leonard 
Group. He took charge of his own 
company’s affairs and sidelined 
Roger Levitt, who was now Earing 
criminal charges and personal 
claims of around £50 mflJioa. 

Apart from the tact that Lewis is 
not tied to one of the fashionable 
British managers who know how 
to use the media, foe trouble is that 
be does not fit into the stereotype of 
a boxing contender. 

He does not have a hole in bis 
head or a bullet in bis knee He 
was not a mugger nor has he done 
time. He has not been trying to get 
out of the ghetto. He is not the “I 
don’t want to knock him out, 1 
want to maim him. ” type. He is 
not a one-punch artist He is not 
boastful and talks with a soft 
ffliwHijin jinyu L He is articulate 
but does not produce dever one- 
liners. He does not dress loudly. 
He does not have a rottweiler as a 
pet but a while poodle. He even 
lives with Ins mother. 

He has a house in 
Bexfeybeaftbut appears to feel 
more at home in Canada. After the 
Levitt company dosed down and a 
Greek millionaire stepped in with 
ready cash, Lewis remained loyal 
to Roger Levitt and kept him as his 
promotion manager tor two years. 

As Jimmy Durante might have 
said: “What kind of guy is this?” 

Recognition has been slow in 
coming. Perhaps this is the fault of 
Lewis, who does not see himself so 
much as a professional money- 
maker as a competitor. Thar has 
meant taking the opposition as it 
comes — no ducking and diving— 
which is why he had derided to 
meet Ruddock, who has been 
considered too dangerous by 
Hotyfield. Boxing, like a game of 
chess, is about competing, not 
fighting. “It isn’t a fight against 
Ruddock,” Lewis says “I am 
mn iperirig again st him." 

Rudd ode like most punchers, 
sees his business somewhat differ- 
ently. His camp coordinator. 
Howie Albert jokes; “My guy 
doesn’t want to knock you out, he 
wants to kill you.” 

His meaning was made dear as 
Ruddock prepared for the bout in 
a St Pancras gym this week, 
especially when he threw his 
favourite punch, the left hook- 
aim-uppercut which had Mike 



T>son reeling. Hie heavy bag and 
two American sparring partners 
felt the weight of the smash, as 
Ruddock, a tennis enthusiast, calk 
it Ruddock looked more fearsome 
than Tyson.

OLYMPIC yachting is faring 
its biggest dfferama since it 
was introduced to the Gaines 
in 1948. The International 
Olympic Committee (IOC) 
has warned that foe sport 
most pay its way or risk losing 
its Olympic status. 

As a result, the yachting 
events at foe 1996 Games in 
Savannah are likely to be 
turned Into a circus using 
cheap, one-design dasses 
sailed around small figure-of- 
eight type courses dose to 
shore in the vain hope that it 
will attract a paying public, 
television coverage and full 
sponsorship 

But any yachtsman knows 
that yachting is not, and never 
will be, a spectator sport 
How often do we enjoy really 
strong winds? It is only on 
these rare occasions that the 
sport can offer real entertain- 
ment and excitement If the 
problems are financed, that 
the IOC would do better to 
look at cutting the number of 
officials before making 
changes that will ruin existing 


Rodney Patdsson, Britain’s most successful 
Olympic yachtsman, puts the case of sporting 
significance against pure entertainment 


sports. In Barcelona, there 
was one team official, umpire, 
judge or scrutineer for eveiy 
two competitors. 

Yachting has come a long 
way since 1948. Classes have 
developed and changed radi- 
cally since that Olympic regat- 
ta in Torquay. Catamarans 
were almost unheard of and 
the windsurfer had yet to be 
invented. Yet both are now 
key elements of a maturing 
Olympic scene: 

The wholesale changes 
being discussed by delegates 
attending the International 
Yacht Racing Union's (IYRU) 
annual conference, which 
starts in London today, sug- 
gest that lessons learn twben 
the Star dass keelboat was 
replaced have been forgotten. 
That resulted in a design 
competition and the forced

introduction of the Tempest, 
and it took two Olympic 
Games before its unpopulari- 
ty was finally recognised and 
foe ancient, but testing, Star 
brought back. 

Raring courses, too, have 
evolved through experience, 
and foe present Olympic tri- 
angle and upworaJ^wnwind 
dements provide competitors 
wifo the most satisfaction and 
excitement. To change to fig- 
ure-ofeight courses win nrin 
the enjoyment and lessen the 
skill required to win medals. 

The Flying Dutchman dass, 
in which I have competed 
since 1963, is one of the most 
exciting and demanding 
boats within the Olympics. A 
two-man trapeze dingqy with 
restricted rales, it has devel- 
oped enormously since its 
introduction in I960. 

Now the diktat from 
people, ignorant of the sport 
and of why we enjoy and 
compete in it, to change to j 
cheap, popular beach boats , 
has threatened foe Hying 
Dutchman dass with radical 
change, or w i t h d raw al of its 
Olympic status. The demand 
is tint the dass must have a 
one-design hull and that we 
must race around tight, un- 
suitable courses. 

These changes wfll kill off 
Olympic yachting as we know 
it The sJtifful use of currents, 
wind-drifts and tactical posi- 
tioning will be replaced by 
short drag raring off the 
beach. 

This mast never happen. 
We must have the strength 
and sense to say no. starting 
in London tins coming week. 

It is for better to risk the loss 
of Olympic stains than rum 
the sport as we know it

Lindsay’s reforms bring new fears

TALK of a new dawn, with 
Maurice Lindsay succeeding 
David Oxley as chief executive 
of the Rugby Football League 
this weekend, has brought 
renewed fears of cuts among 
those dubs suffering in the 
darker recesses of the profes- 
sional ranks.

On the eve of his appoint- 
ment. Lindsay said: “We 
might see casualties, but it 
may take a leaner, fitter and 
healthier set-up for the game 
to start pro g ress i ng beyond 
the traditional northern 
territories."

Coaches demand slice of the cake

SOME of Britain’s leading 
coaches united yesterday to 
urge a better deal for those 
who shape the champions. 
The argument that coaches 
are underpaid, or in most 
cases not paid ai aD. is not new 
but the sport’s rising profes- 
sionalism has brought their 
unrest to the surface again. 

Amid the agents' clamour 
for athletes to be paid prize- 
money at the world champion- 
ships next year, and British 
Athletic Federation proposals 
to put athletes under contract, 
the coach’s worth has not been 
mentioned. "The BAF should 


look at giving the coaches 
contracts as well.” said Bruce 
Longden, coach to Sally 
Gunnell, the Olympic 400 
metres hurdles champion, at a 
national coaching conference 

in Coventry. 

John Anderson has a court 
action against Liz McColgan, 
claiming that she should pay 
him for coaching services up to 
1 990, before she became 
world 10,000 metres champi- 
on. which raised her commer- 
cial value. Anderson has since 
put Katharine Meny. one of 
Britain's best junior sprinters, 
under contract to ensure his 


percentage in the event of her 
earning well. He said yester- 
day that he hoped his court 
case would highlight the po- 
tential pitfalls for coaches who 
do not strike deals with prom- 
ising athletes. 

“The idea of amateur coach- 
es providing services to profes- 
sional athletes seems an 
anachronism," he said. 

The most successful athletes 
pay their coaches, but Frank 
Dick, Britain's director of 
coaching, agreed that coaches 
should seek contracts with 
outstanding juniors, to ensure 
a share of future earnings.

Former Soviet teams swell record field 


THE recent affiliation to the 
FIG, the world governing 
body, of 16 new national 
federations could mean that a 
record 90 countries will com- 
pete at the world champion- 
ships in Birmingham next 
April (Peter Aykroyd writes). 
The event will deride a new 
unofficial pecking order of 
international performance. 


Of the new federations, 
much interest will centre on 
Belarus, Ukraine and Russia, 
from which the former Soviet 
Union recruited its best gym- 
nasts. These three, backbone 
of the winning Unified Team 
at the Barcelona Olympic 
Games, are expected to hold 
their own against traditional 
Soviet rivals such as China, 


Romania, Japan, Germany 
and the United States. 

Ukraine are for the stron- 
gest of the trio. Their line-up 
includes Tatiana Gutsu. the 
Olympic champion. Grigori 
Misiutia the world champi- 
on, Tatiana Lisenko, holder of 
the World Cup, and Igor 
Korobschinsky, a former 
world champion. 


Key asks 
sports 
stars to 
step up

THE sports minister. Rob- 
ert Key. yesterday called 
on Britain’s best-known 
sporting personalities to 
use their dynamism lo 
help nm sport. The govern- 
ment wants to create a 
career path to encourage 
more participation in ad- 
ministration by those ac- 
tively taking part in sport 
Announcing his hopes 
for a change in the struc- 
ture of sport administra- 
tion. Key said "I am 
concerned that there are 
so few young faces among 
the ranks of our senior 
sports administrators. 
This wealth of experience 
needs to be complemented 
by the dynamism of youth 
to provide the leadership 
which sport deserves. 

"I intend to explore, 
with the Sports Council 
and others, ways of en- 
couraging more of our 
sporting stars to become 
involved in sports admin- 
istration. We need to de- 
velop a systematic career 
path in sports administra- 
tion. 

“This is not an ageist 
remark. So often I hear 
people who have been 
leading British sport at all 
levels, and in all parts of 
the country, saying, ‘I real- 
ly think I've done this for 
long enough, who’s going 
to take over if I give up’." 

The heritage depart- 
ment wants to encourage 
sportsmen and women to 
attend courses in sports 
administration and to put 
forward the views of those 
dosely involved at grass- 
roots level It has not yet 
decided who should fund 
such courses. 

The importance that the 
new heritage department 
attaches to the idea was 
indicated by the fact that it 
formed a prominent j»rt 
of the first House of Com- 
mons debate on sport initi- 
ated by the government 
Although the sports minis- 
ter is anxious not to offend 
exisiting administrators, 
the government believes 
that a more professional 
attitude must be taken 
towards a sport and lei- 
sure industry which now 
employs 476,000 people. 

Key also took the chance 
to assure those backing 
Manchester’s bid to host 
the Olympic Games in 
2000 that the govern- 
ment's pledge of £55 mil- 
lion was safe. In the midst 
of proposed spending cut- 
backs. some MPs had 
feared that the money 
might not be available. 

He insisted that the 
money would still be avail- 
able for a velodrome and 
an indoor arena. The 
Olympics. Key said, was 
“the greatest prize that 
sport can hope to have and 
which this government is 
determined we should 
win".

Grey eyes fresh fields to conquer 


WH EN Tony Grey came back 
from the Seoul Paralympics 
she had one bronze medal to 
her name. Four years later she 
has turned that into four golds 
and a silver, won in Barcelona 
last month. It is a remarkable 
achievement for someone who 
regards herself as "basically 
not a very strong athlete". Her 
efforts have also brought her a 
£1,000 Times/Royal Mail 
paralympian award. 

“It hasn't really sunk in yet" 
Grey, from Cardiff, said. “I 
thought that after 1 had won 
each medal I'd be on a high, 
but I never had a chance to 
celebrate because I always had 
the new race to think about. 
When h was all over I just 
wanted to go to sleep." 

Grey won gold in the 100. 
200, 400 and 800 metres 
wheelchair sprints in the TW3 
Gass and silver in the 4 x 1 00

THE organisers of the Horse 
of the Year Show were yester- 
day accused of ignoring im- 
portant advice on the 
construction of the Wembley 
bank which caused the death 
of the Swiss horse. Sir Arkay, 
three weeks ago. 

}n a move which threatens 
to split the British Show 
Jumping Association (BSJA) 
Douglas Bunn, the chairman 
of the selectors, has issued a 
statement claiming that the 
show — organised by the 
BSJA under the chairmanship 
of Michael Bates — dismissed 
reports from three leading 
course designers that the pro- 
posed bank was “too high, too 
steep and too narrow”. 

According to the statement 
the three designers, Jon 
Doney, Alan Oliver and Alan 
Ball, were shown the proposed 
dimensions for the bank on 
July 8 at a meeting of the 
Horse of the Year Show 
working party at Stoneleigh. 

After 40 minutes working 
out the measurements, the 
three men told Andrew Find- 
ing. the secretary general of 
the BSJA that the plans were 
not feasible. They were then 
told the construction of the 
bank would go ahead as 


planned and were not consult- 
ed again. 

Tinding was not available 
for comment yesterday but a 
spokesman for the BSJA said 
that the bank being discussed 
in July was a much higher and 
steeper bank than the one 
used at Wembley, it was the 
first time that a bank had been 
used indoore in Britain. 

The BSJA's claims that the 
Wembley bank was modelled 
on the one at Noel C 
Duggan's Millstreet show 
here were also refuted in 
Bunn's statement “The 
Millstreet bank bore no re- 
semblance to the contraption 
at Wembley," Bunn said, “in 
that the descent at Millstreet 
was infinitely less severe and, 
in fact, came out all of 1 1 feet 
whereas the Wembley one 
only came out 7ft lOVm." A 
look at Duggan’s bank yester- 
day confirmed these findings. 

Bunn, who last month lost 
to Bates in the election for the 
president^ of the British 
Equestrian Federation, also 
accused Bates of issuing an 
instruction forbidding anyone 
but the chairman or the press 
offioer of the BSJA Cram 
making a statement concern- 
ing the accident 


Yesterday Bates dismissed 
the accusation. “It’s nonsense, 
an awful lot of what Douglas 
says has no foundation bur its 
very serious and I intend to 
call a meeting of the executive 
committee of the BSJA to 
discuss the statement” Bates 
said that he had not been 
directly involved in the build- 
ing of the bank and that, as far 
as he knew. Brian Ferry, the 
builder of the bank, had 
followed detailed drawings 
sent by Duggan.

But Dwyer believes the re- 


turn to foe touring schedule of 
South Africa could alter the 
structure yet again. Given 
three major touring countries 
there would, he believes, be 
enough to go around for the 
home unions. 

"1 appreciate that players 
these days regard six weeks as 
the longest they can be away 
on tour, though in Australia 
we think seven is about foe 
mark." Dwyer said in Dublin. 

A casualty of Dwyer’s sce- 
nario might be the traditional 
end-of-tour Barbarians match, 
but a British tour including 
more internationals is not so 
far removed from what, for 
example, foe All Blacks played 
in Australia this year (three 
internationals, plus Queens- 
land and NSW] and what the 
British Isles will face in New 
Zealand next summer (three 
internationals. plus 
Auckland).

There has been a change, too, in 
the type of fireworks used in this 
country. Traditionally. British dis- 
plays were based on those elabo- 
rate, but rather staid, set-pieces at 
ground levd. which fizzed with 
Catherine wheels and culminated 
in a startling message like THE 
END" or "GOOD NIGHT". To- 
day the emphasis is much more on 
the neck-cricking aerial displays 
which the Spanish and Italians 
have always favoured.

safety regulations which 
make professionals wall 
and gnash their teeth 
have helped restore public 
confidence in fireworks. 

"There was a definite 
period when there were 
anti-firework feelings, 
because accidents had 
been over-emphasised in 
die media," observer Mr 
Lancaster. Since the intro- 
duction of the British 
Standard for fireworks in 
1988. however, there has 
been a steady fall in Guy Fawkes 
Night accidents, and it is the 
pyro technicians' proud boast that 
far fewer children are injured by 
errant bangers than by falling out 
of bunk beds. 

Whether we are actually seeing a 
revolt against public displays is 
body debated. John Bennett, whose 
magazine Fireworks is a feast of 
trivia (“Barrie Nobbs confirms that 
(Rainbow) sparkier production 
stopped in 1958"), believes that 
nothing can beat the bade garden 
tor thrills: “You smell the smoke, 
and the fireworks have much 
greater impact The bigger the 
display, the more clinical and 
remote." 

Me! Barker, the managing direc- 
tor of Standard, agrees that imme- 
diacy is aft, which is why fireworks 
" are never really satisfactory on 
television; his most popular prod- 
'. uds — particularly with the joung 
— tend to be the noisiest ones. 

Mr Jolliffe nevertheless main- 
tains that the organised puhtic 
display is 'the shape of things to 


come, largely because it represents 
better value for money. (Display 
companies are invariably scathing 
about shop fireworks, while manu- 
facturers are equally rude about 
display companies; where the hum- 
ble sparkler-holder stands in their 
estimation, one dreads to think.) 
The burgeoning back-garden dis- 
plays. he believes, should be seen as 
homage to professional ones rather 
than reaction against them. 

In particular, he points to the rise 
of the cooperative extravaganza. 
“Whereas you used to have a 
hundred families spending £10 
each on a box of fireworks, you’re 
getting them putting all their 
monty towards a single display. 
Arid instead of buying lots of small 
fireworks and spending hours let- 
ting them off, they’re buying bigger 
sets for E300 or E400 which lasr for 


1 5 minutes. That's very much an 
expanding market" 

Britain still has a long way to go 
in the firework world. If there were 
a pyrotedmical ERM. we would 
tong ago hare exhausted our squib 
reserves in the attempt to keep up 
with fast-lane nations like Japan, 
Spain, Italy and Malta. Bui as the 
increasingly sophisticated profes- 
sional displays continue to raise our 
expectations, there is at least hope 
of revaluation.

ft is because we odd our annual 
Potato Picking Weekend, dozing 
which we invite the puhEc to follow 
oar horses along die furrows, bend- 
ing and plucking from the. aril 
succulent, organic spuds. Cunning 
wheeze, eh? Not only does If save 
me the trouble of having to pick, 
item up mysett. .which with our 
aged machinery is a slow, badc- 
brealdng and costly business (teaxns 
of pickers have tu be paid), but it 
offers an opportunity for those

have not seen carthorses at 
work, or plunged their 
hands into sofl. to get stuck 
in.

Once 
there, they have to confront my 
wife, who, fr has to be said, is more 
at home at her than bending 
aver a freezer bang quizzed about 
the difference between rolled rib 
and topside. But she bravely plays 
the part of the farmer's wife, only 
baJDang at questions such as “Hey, 
didn’t you used to be something or 



other — before you worked here?" 
Strange how many people get a 
frozen bunk of brisket dropped on 
their toes. 

So what is there in all this to 
cause the pigs to grin? The answer 


ts the weather, potato-picking, for 
those who are not being paid to do 
it, is a fair-weather pastime. After 
one dry and bright day the forecast 
was for torrential rain. I had de- 
cided that if it came, and we 


couldn't dear the entire field. I 
would not bother to pick the 
potatoes that remained. There ts 
currently a potato glut and prices 
are so tow that it is barely economic 
to unearth them. But they would 
not go to waste, for that most 
efficient of potato-lifters, the pig’s 
snout, would finish the job for me. I 
would him pigs on to the field and 
they could spend from now until 
Christmas in a nutritional treasure 
hunt Word of this plan readied 
them and, as the stoma clouds 
gathered, the piggies began to grin- 
Hoping for better weather than 
forecast, we prepared for the second 
day, deciding to offer cups of tea 
and a traditional Suffolk bim called 
“fourses". These ate a heavy blend 
of flour, egg. lard and currants, 
described by my aged recipe book 
as “filling”. It is said that 
ploughmen took them to the field 
on harsh winter days. The ones we 
made were better suited to prop- 


ping up the legs of wobbly tables. 
Imagine scones cast in plaster of 
Paris and you get the picture. One 
old woman said: “Minin. I remem- 
ber toon. Of course, we were poor 
in those days. We had to ear tiunjj£ 
like that.” Alas, we had made 200-

Pilgrim to Poppy-Land 


I magine you are a Vic- 
torian journalist, the 
drama critic of The DaP 
tyTelegraph, visiting the 
new seasde resort of Cramer 
in the 1880s. Dressed in 
appropriate costume — fanny 
« hat, Norfolk jacket, pointed 
stick— you strike outabng the 
high, cnzmbling rtiffc to the 
southeast on a hot August day. 
and get slightly earned away 
by the whole thing. There are 
poppies abounding, the sky is 
friue, and the sea spazkles Hke 
diamonds. It is fantastic, quite 
honestly, and eatraordhiarify 
quiet 

And then, when you least 
expect ft, you discover a lonely 
church tower (no church) 
standing in lofty silence amid 
graves and poppies, waiting 
with dignity for the not-too- 
distant day when it win slide 
inexorably into the sea. Since 
yon are a man who has been 
exposed to Ibsen, the symbol- 
ism can hardly escape you. 
Basically, as a journalist in 
i search of colour, you have died 

and gone to heaven. 

It was in tods heightened 
state of nerve-endings. I sus- 
pect. that Deme nt Scott came, 
to eulogise “Poppy-land” in 
the columns of The DaSy 
Telegraph on August 30, 
1883. His piece appeazed

items, an angiy letter 
extortionate cab feres, and a 
short news-flash, about a man 
who set fire to his wife, yet 
somehow it managed to catch 
the public imagination sad 
establish an association, be- 


tween Scott and Poppy-Land 
which would result eventuality 
in a tourist extravaganza. 

According to legend, his 
romantic pieces drove readers 
wild with curiosity; and the 
Great Eastern Railway's Cro- 
mer service (renamed the Pop- 
py Line, on prefly pasters) 
never looked bat*. Poppy- 
Land artefacts hot toe shops in 
quantities. 

It is odd, perhaps, to be 
enthused hy all this a hundred 
years later, but a good stray 
remains a good story. Scott’s 
romantic evocations of the 
diff-top villages of Oveisfrand 
and Sidestr&nd — arid his 
involvement with toe-millet 1 ^ 
daughter, Louie Jenny, with 
whom he lodged— seemed to 
me, when I first read about 
them this summer, fantastic 
material for a play for tele- 
vision or something. I felt that 
I, too. had died and gone to 
heaven. . . 

Such lastgasp ■ dying-fail 
poignancy suffices tire story. 
The young woman (19 when 
Scott fast stayed at the: Mill 
House) is exposed to Scott's 
high-society theatrical friends, 
only to be dumped later when 
toe century doses; Scott dies 
and Poppy-Land fades in toe 
publkfs imagmatkm. Later, 
the tower crashes into the sea, 
as does tire woman's boose! 
What a third-act dimax!

down p oppy lin ed lanes, 1 frit 
I was realty on to something. 
And l was. Tire only trouble 
was that the TV play (with the 
giveaway title Poppytetnd] was 
written and broadcast seven 
years ago, with Alan Howard 
starring as Scott I discovered 
this at toe Cromer Museum, 
where a ntee curator told me it 
had been a good play, too, 
covering every aspect of toe 
stray very wdL Heigh-ho, I 
said, pretending not to care. 

But the point of all this is 
that I still kept teffing people

This is the sort of stuff you 
either love or hate, I suppose. 
And in the end one of my 
friends. Christine StockwdL 
decided that she loved it 
enough to republish Clement 
Scoffs long unobtainable Pop- 
py-Land Papers, in a facsimile 
edition. It came out this week, 
and I hasten to say that Scotfs 

prose was rather better than 
his verse (or not so repetitive, 
anyway). Though he has been 
reriled m theatrical history for 
his obstinate dislike of Ibsen 
(phrases such as “an open 
drain” and “a loathsome sore 
unbandaged" give the 


strength of feeling), he was 
nevertheless a very readable 
critic with dear ideas. Even his 
comments on Ihsen seem pret- 
ty good sometimes, especially 
when he advises the author of 
Pillars of Society to “cut the 
cackl e arid crane to the ’osses”. 

For the presentday pilgrim 
on toe trail of Poppy-land, 
there is not much left to see, 
unfortunately.

but there is no name on the 
gate, so it is hard to identity. 
But something does still re- 
main of the garden of sleep — 
the poppies. Excuse me while I 
wipe a tear, but they were 
breathtaking. “AD these pop- 
pies.” 1 asked, “is this unusu- 
al?” People said it might be 
because farmers use fewer 
chemicals, or perhaps it is the 
influence of seaside, but there 
were definitely more poppies 
around this year. Talk about 
died and gone to heaven.

Feather report 
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Winter wonderbirds 


THE fields often look bleak 
and bare in winter. Perhaps a 
canton crow wifl drift across, 
with a confident, languid 
flap of its wings — and 
almost always, a moment 
later, its mate wiD appear. 

A skylark flies up from 
the green rows of winter 
wheat wish a brisk, musi- 
cal call. Two or three 
woodpigeons follow it 
with an air of panic and head 
for toe woods. Then aD is 

Silence and stillness again 

But it is not yet time for the 
b ir d watch er to turn home In 
a hedge, there is a flurry of 
wings. A flock of small birds is 
moving further along the line 
of hawthorns and sloes. Move 
after them and you are 
to find four or five 
species of finch or bunting in 
this party of foragers. 

If there are any yeflowham- 
mers, they will be the most 
conspicuous. They Side their 
tails on the topmost twigs of 
the hedge, yeflow heads al- 
most as brilliant as in spring. 

There will be, almost cer- 
tainty. plenty of greenfinches, 
hidden deeper in the bushes 
but just as vivid with their 
olive-green bodies and gold 
wing bars. They are the noisi- 
est members of the flock, mak- 
ing a loud, staccato twitter as 
they sweep away. Eaity in the 
winter they are found in. parti- 
cularly. hedgerow hornbeams, 
where they tear the seeds, 
which look like little Chinese 
lanterns, from the twigs. 

A bird that can be puzzling 
at first is one that looks like a 
tong-tailed sparrow, it is a 
reed banting in its winter plu- 
mage- In the autumn, it leaves 
the lake edges, where it nests, 
for flie Grids and farmyards. 
The males keep only a trace of 
their striking black and white 
bead-pattern, but you can see 
that they still have rich and 
intricate markings of black 
and brown and cream on their 
backs, like an exquisite mg.

A more liquid, tinkling land 
of twitter trils you there are 
goldfinches nearby. They are 
more Kkriy to be feeding on 
weeds at the foot of toe hedge. 
Whenthey fly up, they seem to 
dance through toe sky. The 
males are unmistakable, their 
beads barred with red. white 
and blade Both sexes have 
gold and blade wing bars. 
They keep more to themselves 
than the other birds, and if toe 
winter turns hard, they move 
off to France and Spain. There 
are, however, still large num- 
bers around at the moment 

Chaffinches like the edges of 
woodlands, where they keep 
up a constant traffic between 
the ground and the trees, 
white-barred wings rising and 
descending. In toe smith, 
there are usually more oliw- 
brown females than toe pink- 
breasted males, as many of 
these birds are immigrants 
from the north and toe fe- 


males seek a warmer dimate. 

Pereist in your walk, and 
you may come across many 
more scattered parties of birds 
out in toe open fields. Rooks 
wiD choose one field out of toe 
hundreds within range of 
their roost and stay there all - 
day, turning up Ieathetjackets. . 
the tough-binned, destructive 
larvae of toe daddy-long-legs. 
Rooks are popular with farm- 
ers at this season. With them 
there may be lapwings: these 
like the brow of a roiling field, 
their crested beads sil- 
houetted against the sky. i 
Otherwise, they are often 
hard to detect on the 
ground, their dark bodies 
blending with the earth. But 
when they take to the air the 
Grid breaks into a wave of 
Made and white as they flop 
away on strange, rounded 
wings. 

Dusk is toe time to find the ' 
partridges. These are among 
the most conservative of birds. , 
often spending their whole 
lives in two or three fields. As 
evening comes on. they be- 
come more vocal their sharp, 
metallic cries audible from far 
away. They scuttle across toe 
ploughland, or dive down into 
a valley with a long glide. 

At night the rooks will be - 
asleep in thick woods, the 
finches and buntings in the-: . 
densest hedges or in reed- 
beds. But toe partridges wifl 
stffl be out in the Grids, each 
small covey roosting in a rirde, 
facing outwards, some of them 
always awake and on toe look- 
out for a prowling fox as the 
night winds blow.

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A tiresome flock: apart from their notorious aggressiveness (worse with age), their nerves and neuroses, when the church bells ring in Croxton Kerrial the geese “get In a total panic and hin round in erodes” Mrs Botterill says 


M otorists passing 
through the sleepy 
Leicestershire village 
of Croxton Kerrial at 
eight in the morning are likely to 
pull up short at a startling sight a 
flock of 200 geese descending the 
hfll to their daytime pasture. 

Four abreast, heads poked for- 
ward, they march in step, gabbling 
noisily like a crocodile of delinquent 
schoolchildren. Then, once 
through the gate, they start run- 
ning and soar joyously over die 
field, glad to be let loose for the day. 

It's a sight that has attracted 
amateur photographers horn all 
over the area and even found its 
way on to a county council poster 
promoting the delights of rural 
Leicestershire. In fact, the geese are

a strictly commercial proposition, 
destined for Christmas dinner 


destined for Christmas dinner 
tables. 

Gerald and Ann Botterill started 
keeping geese four years ago on 
their mainly arable farm. “We 
found we had surplus grain and we 
didn’t have anything that could eat 


it,” Mr Botterill says. “We thought 
of poultry but we didn’t want to be 
committed to anything right die 
year round. Geese seemed to fit the 
bill perfectly.” 

The Botterifis buy day-old chicks 
in May and June, keep them in for 
four to six weeks, then put them out 
to grass daily through the summer 
and autumn, supplementing their 
diet with their own wheat and oats. 
It's a free-range operation, an 
article of faith with Mr BotterflL 
who believes in doing things the 
traditional way. “There are no 
antibiotics or additives in our geese 
at all. You don’t want all that stuff 
going through your body. I want to 
produce something that’s safe for 
people to eat.” 

But keeping geese on die dietary 
straight and narrow is far from 
easy. Geese peck at anything that's 


put in front of them, from windfall 
apples to bits of wood. “When we 
open up the gizzard we often find 
stones, bits of wire and ail kinds of 
rubbish,” Mis Botterill says. 

They’re a tiresome lot geese, 
more tricky than turkeys (of which 
the Botterills also have a large 
flock]. Apart from their notorious 
aggressiveness — worse as they get 
older— they are apt to be nervy and 
neurotic. 

The Botterills' geese have devel- 
oped a pathological hatred for die 
local church bells. “They get in a 
total panic and run round in 
aides,” Mis Botterill says. “We’ve 
had to ask the church to let us know 
when they’re going to be ringing 
the bells so we can keep them in.” 

Troublesome they may be. but 
geese are in growing demand. Last 
year the Botterills had more orders 


than they could cope with. This 
year they have increased the size of 
the flock to 800. despite the general 
dimate of puritanum about the 
consumption of fat 


D uck, she says, is a worse 
culprit “If you’re look- 
ing at the ratio of Eat to 
meat a duck has twice 
as much fat as a goose in relation to 
its weight" Mrs Botterill says. “We 
make sure they don’t get too fat 
You can tell by the way a goose 
walks if it*s putting on too much 
weight Its bottom gets heavier and 
drops down at the bade We cut 
down the feed and put a bale of 
straw out for them and they peck 
away quite happily at that” 

From October to eariy Decem- 
ber, when the Christmas rush 
begins, the Botterills' geese are 


popular for dinner parties, boned 
and stuffed with chiacen and game 
birds such as pheasant partridge 
and quaiL Mrs Botterill, who went 
on a specialist boning course, offers 
a three or five-bird roasL She 
regards three as ideaL “Chicken 
and pheasant are perfect^ They 
absorb all die juices and you can 
taste earh different flavour.” 

For preference she serves goose 
with a sharp gooseberry or apple 
sauce, or a strong-flavoured veg- 
etable such as red cabbage. “You 
have to be careful not to overdo it 
You don’t want to tage the 
accompaniment and not the meal 
We give away recipe leaflets for 
people who need advice.” 

The geese destined for the Christ- 
mas table are kfllfid around Decem- 
ber S, plucked and then hung for 
ten days to a fortnight in chitted 


cabinets until they are ready for 
final preparation and dispatch. 

At £230 a pound (£2.40 during 
December) for ah oven-ready biro 
they don't come cheap, but foe: 
Botterills point out that .free-range 
birds take longer to mature and are 
properly himg'.'.'fbr'-’-'znanmtzm'-' 
tenderness and flavour. 

As an ahemativeto a traditional 
roast. Mrs BotterilK suggest* , a 
Swedish recipe:. . 


Mix the salt and sugar with the 
water and marinate the goose for 
three days. Don’t use a metal 
container or the salt will stain. 

When you are ready to cook the 
goose, remove it from the marinade 
and (fry it Put the bird in a large 
pan and cover with water. Bring 
foe water to foe boil, skim and add 
peppercorns, bay leaves and sliced 
onions. Code slowly until tender. 
Lem thfibird to cool in the liquid 
before carving. 

A traditional accompaniment is 
apple purfie mixed with some light 
mayonnaise and whipped cream 
flavoured with freitiy grated 
horseradish. .

Trotting out facts about ham kk U 


H am is .older than 
Christianity. The’ 
Gauls exported it to 
Rome and there is an Italian 
recipe from the 2nd century 
BC for cooking it You stew- 
your ham with dried figs, then 
bake it in a crust of flour and 
olive off 

I don’t know anyone who 
has tried ham BC-styie, but fr 
. sounds rather good. The Ro- 
mans m ad e a dear distinction 
between true ham (perna) and 
shoulder bacon (petaso). and 
the distinction is still 
important 

The ham is tile top half of 
the back leg of the pig. Cured, 
which means presaved, in 
various ways, it becomes the 
familiar pink, salty meat we 
know and love, unless we 
happen to be Jewish or 
Muslim. 

The pink colour comes tra- 
ditionally from adding to the 
cure saltpetre; or potassium 
nitrate. This kills bacteria 
which would spoil the ham, 
including those of botulism, 
which would spoil you. per- 
haps permanently. The nitrate 
reacts with pigment in pork 
meat to give die pink for safety 
signal. These days different 
forms of nitrates and nitrites 
are often used in caring ham. 
(For anyone without CHevel 
chemistry, nitrites and nitrates 
are respectively the salts of 
nitrous and nitric add. In 
food, you can think of the two 
forms as foe same thing, for 
the body converts nitrates to 
nitrites anyway.) 

Nitrate became a dirty diet 
word in 1965 when it was 
shown that in biggish doses 
they could cause cancer in 
animals. But the quantities 
that can legally be used in ham 
are minute — 200 parts per 
milli on — and when you 
consider that the old ham 
airers tossed in saltpetre by the 
handful, you will see that you 
would need to eat a couple of 
hams a day to be in much 
danger. 

The current conservatively 
staled medical view is that in 
ham the nitrate/nitrite danger 
is small and. anyway, has to be 
set against the danger of 
botulism without it 
Dr Shefla Bingham, of the 
Medical Research Council’s 
Dunn Nutrition Unit in Cam- 
bridge. says: The general 
view is that nitrate in pro- 
cessed food products gives only 
a!ow4evdriskofcancertothe 
consumer."

The other additives you will 
sometimes see listed if you buy 
ham ready-sliced in supermar- 
ket packets are polyphosphates 
or tri-polyphosphates. 

These are added to bam to 

help it to retain water. Water is 

cheaper than pig meat and 
persuading you to buy it as 
ham is good news tor the 
processor. 


H owever, there seems 
to be no evidence that 
polyphosphates can 
hurt you in small quantities 
and, as an executive of one of 
our big supermarket chains 
sadly explained to me: The 
British public seems to prefer 
damp ham.” 

If ham contains up to IQ per 
cent of water there is no need 
to dedare the fact above that 
and the people must be told. A 
typical label on pocketed ham 
will read: “Contains not more 
than 2Q per cent water.” 

Tinned ham often con tains 
another ingredient grfatip^ 
which means the ham content 
can foil to 70 percent Read 
the small print unless you 
enjoy jellied ham. 

The run-up to Christmas is 
the time Britain buys whole 
hamsorhalfhams or joints of 
bone-in ham. 

Fortnum & Mason sells 
hundreds of the cured porky 
thighs through die post at 


Christmas, but onjy m Britain. 

Every year ex-pats write to ask 

if Mr Fortnum and Mr Ma- 
son can see their way dear to 
posting them a genuine York 
ham for Christmas, and every 
year they are disappointed. 
“Food regulations in almost 
every country forbid it” a 
Fortnum’s spokesman says. 

TTto original reason for 
making ham was simple; to 
preserve the meat through the 
winter in pre-fridge days. 
What happened was that the

You can always follow Royal 
taste and go for an Emmett 
ham.

T hailan d, its cooking never hav- 
ing been colonised, reflects less 
outside influ sice than many other 
cazsiiHS. with one notable excep- 
tion: the chillies, which have 
insinuated themselves into most of 
the world's kitchens. Thai peppers 
are among foe hottest, particularly 
the tiny bird peppers, red and 
green. What a contrast they make 
to the pale, subdued northern 
flavours that 1 shall be using in ray 
cooking in Bangkok: nothing hot- 
ter than a mild touch of horse- 
radish or mustard. . 

Blue Stilton and pickled herrings 
wffl be the strongest flavours. Cider 
and cider vinegar will be ray 
cooking medium; no fermented 
fish sauce. Parsley, drives and 
diervil will be my herbs, with a hint 
of rosemary and sage in some of the 
roasts. Basil, coriander and lemon 
grass wpL.be left to one side for 
when 1 go for some Thai cooking 
lessons in the kitchens of the 
Benjarong hotd. 

1 have agreed with Jacques 
Lafargue, the executive chef at the 
Dusit Thani. to avoid any hints of 
“east meets west” in my cooking in 
favour of a true taste of Britain. Wfll 
foe brie, honey and saffron tart 
pass his scrutiny, 1 wonder? . It 
should, for a soft brie-type cheese 
was made in England in Norman > 
times, and today's recipe is base^ 
on a dish described in our oLddx 
cookery book, the - 14th-century 
Forme of Cray. 

Other dishes I ptentocook reflect 
the influence on English coakingof 
tbe cargoes brought back along foe 
spice routes from the east; our use 
of ginger, cinnamon and nutmeg 
has along histpiy.

Prices are falling

Y ou have only. £2.99 to 
spend on a bottle of 
wine? Relax, you are in 
good company. Seventy per 
cent of all bodes of wine sold 
in Britain cost £3 or under, 
and half of these sales are in 
foe £2.50 or less category. 
Traditional wine traders wfll 
hate to be reminded that only 
3 per cent of this country’s 
wine sales are on bottles 
costing more than £4. 

Although snobs and wine 
shop specialists would have us 
believe otherwise, the reces- 
sion has pared wine prices to 
tile bone, and ft is possible to 
drink well and widely at tbe 
E2.99 and below level As my 
tasting tins week effortlessly 
proved, the flood of decent 
£2.99 bottles shows no signs of 
abating. And it is the sensible, 
not snooty, wine drinkers who 
have been enjoying this reces- 
sion bonanza. 

Quite how the wine trade 
keeps the £2.99 and. particu- 
larly. the £1 .99 bottles going is 
a mystery. With duty on table 
wine up to 95p a bottle, phis 
another 3 Op or so of VAT on 
even the cheapest wine, it is 
hard to see where foe ratafias' 
mark-up and actual ebst of the 
wine fits in — even hander if 
you take into account the other 
fixed costs of bottling, label- 
ling, corking and capsuling, 
shipping and distribution, 
which must total at least 
another 50p. 

Tesco and other resaikss 
admit they do not make 
money out of the £1 .99 bottles: 
“We are keeping them going 
at our own expense," Tesco 
says. 

Wine traders are doing their

best to wring every ounce of 
value for customers out of their 
£3 and below bottles. Marks & 
Spencer is now using plastic 
codes an its cheaper wines in 
an attempt to shave a few more 
pennies off the price. 

Similarfy. Safeway is this 
autumn shipping New World 
wines in bulk from areas such 
as California and Australia to 
Prance for bottling there, be- 
fore importing these wines to 
foe UK. As a result, Safeway 
aits out several middle men 
and can offer a reasonable, 
soft, apifley Australian white, 
albeit in a fruit juice-style' 
Tetrapak, for as little as £2.59. 
Tesco has a. similar scheme 


with its International Wine- 
maker range. the brainchild of 
Tesco and Bordelais Jacques 
Lurton, who travels the world 
overseeing production. 

As some wine traders strive 
to deliver quality at these rock- 
bottom prices, their greatest 
price war is beginning — not 
so much with each other, but 
in the face of tbe currency 
crisis. Sterling’s effective devai- 
uation against foe French 
franc and the German mark is 
likely to hit the £2.99 drinker. 
Much of Britain's good, ordi- 
nary drinking comes from 
these two countries. Wine 
drinkers may eventually have 
to pay lOp more on cheaper 


wines, about 20p on the better 
appellation controlte wines, 
and as much as El on a bottle 
on own-label champagne. Top 
wines such as Krug's Grande 
Cuvfie champagne oould face 
a £4 increase. But my hunch is 
that prices will not rise steeply 
until after Christmas. 

Tesco offers 148 different 
wines priced at £2.99 and 
below, Salisbury's has 49. 
Finding the best £2.99 wine 
buys in the high street (see 
bdow) has never been easier. 

Patriots will be delighted to 
learn that for foe first time ever 
a truly flavoursome English 
wine is available at £2.99. The 
*91 Willow Court made by 
Three Choirs in Gloucester- 
shire. from Victoria Wine, has 
an elegant light floral 
ritrussy style, which stems 
mostly from a hardy hybrid 
seyvaJ blanc, and madeleine 
angevine blend, but with the 
aromatic huxelrebe and reich- 
ensteiner also in foe mix. 

T he cheaper New World 
wines worth trying in-

It is. after all. a purely notional 
milestone along life’s winding 
highway, which bear? little or no 
relationship io the length of rime 
we reckon iu be lumbered with this 
mortal coil. If. for example, you're 
of d biblical turn of mind, you 
probabK especi to live three score 
years and ten. so why does trem- 
bling tear of the future nor freeze 
your heart at _?5? If. on the other 
hand, yuu are a slave ro the 
actuarial Nineties, the following 
srarisrics may allow >ou to postpone 
your midtite crisis for a few years — 
or. depending on your present age. 
make you realise that you should 
have had it years ago. 

According to a survey published 
last week by the Continuous Mor- 
raliiy Investigation Bureau of the 
Instimte of .Actuaries and the 
Scottish faculre of Actuaries iwho 
can argue with an organisation 
whose name is longer than the 
lifecycle of certain species of fruit 
tly-l non-smoking men now reach 
an average age of S7 and smoking 
men averagely cough their last at 
$ I . while women can reckon to see 
"Ut their Mist hinhday unless the 
VV'nodbineS carry them off at 85. 

Thi> means that non-smoking 
women should not. in theory, give a 
second liu'ugm to midlife until they’ 
are 45b years old: women who 
smoke >fiuuid have their first hot 
flush ai 42b. and the only group 
that needs to break into a swe3t 
wirh the jtrivji of The Big Four-O 
are men why .miuke for comfon 
whenever ihey are reminded that 
they are nearing noddle age. 

Bui while stun sties mirror life- life 
does not .mriur statistics, and these 
d;iy> the midlife crisis seems to run 
trom one bus pass age to the next, 
in genet J terms, it is more or less 
accepted that women begin to feel 
time marching over them when 
they can count their remaining 
child bearing years on one hand, 
while men zo into decline if they 
haven't ir.ac'e iheir forrune by 30.’ 

U wa-. } c-.r.fess. a trap I fell into 
myseli. i -peiVi mj much of my 29th 
year won . k *. .c jCou: not being rich 
and faint -ai i.i time for my thirtieth 
birrliday tlui o> the time if came 
along fwa.t he>h out of angst The 



fact is. though, that this is all myth, 
and only one of the many that 
surround the natural law which 
decrees that nobody is allowed to 
grow’ younger. 

Take the old saw that men 
improve with the year! while 
women begin to fade the day after 
their eighteenth binhday. Every- 
thing from childbirth and fatty 
tissue ro harsh washing powder 
and split ends have been blamed, 
but 1 suspect it is a rumour spread 
by ageing lechers with shares in 
make-up factories. 

It really doesn't have to he like 
that. It is my very good fortune, for 
instance, ro be married to a woman 
who by any reckoning is more 
anracrive at 40 than she" was at 20, 
Not only is she still preposterously 
good-looking, but the past two 
decades have given her a wisdom 
and wit that you couldn’t have 
found with a Geiger counter in rhe 
naive, jargonising flower-child 1 
merin 1972. 

As for me. at the age of 4S. my 
hair and most of my teeth are my 
own. and I still play rugby. True. I 
have merciful genes, a masterful 
osteopath and team-mates with the 
compassion of Mother Teresa, but 
it has never occurred to me to quit 
purely because of my age. Lack of 
talent and the increasing likeli- 
hood that bits of my body are 
beginning ro fall off. perhaps, but 
age. no. 

It is true, of course, that nature 
starts to play nasty tricks on the 
mind and body as we venture into 


our middle years. Organs once 
taken for granted begin to show the 
first signs of betrayal, and such 
changes have to be dealr with. It 
hurts to hear my doctor dismiss my 
increasingly frequent nocturnal vis- 
its to the lavatoiy as “a bit of 
prostate" — what l desperately 
wanted to hear was that I had a 
treatable illness, not something I 
should expea at my age. 

BUT with the hon- 
uurable exception of 
V Mr 1 those who have led 
i truly hard lives, or 
who have been pre- 
f| maturely withered 

l| by illness, nobody 

* actually needs to let 

age weary them — even if ii 
sometimes makes the mornings a 
little more painful. It would be 
facile to say we are as old as we feel, 
but it is fairly accurate to say that we 
allow' convention to age us before 
our time — that we let the 
advertising industry, lunaticalfy 
youth-obsessed employers and 
clu'ldren set our body docks for us. 

There is alleged to be a moment 
at which you can no longer wear 
the dothes of the young, even if 
they happen to suit you. Speaking 
as someone who never quite fitted 
into the skintight shirts and hipster 
jeans of my Sixties youth, baggy 
jackets and trousers did not come 
along a moment too soon, and I 
intend to wear them until l am SI. 

Then there is the moment when 
you are supposed to stop listening 


to pop music, even though those of 
us who were weaned on Glenn 
Miller, who cut our teeth on Presley 
and who came of age with the 
Beaties l with generous helpings of 
the blues, ballet and Beethoven 
along the way} should know a good 
tune when we hear one. 

Rather than be caught out as 
slabs of munon slipping into their 
lamb suits, many people willingly 
arrest their development — or at the 
very least, deny themselves some 
(un — by going into a kind of 
suspended animation on their39th 
birthday. And once they have 
convinced rhemsdves that age is a 
series of barriers against change, it 
becomes far easier to succumb to 
other and greatly more significant 
dangers. How- much simpler must 
ir be for employers to tyrannise 
middle management, if the man- 
agers have already convinced 
themselves that energy, ideas and 
enthusiasm are surgically removed 
at 50? It is no wonder that in a 
society that fixes such artificial cut- 
off points in everything from 
fashion to functionality, so many 
people look forward to their middle 
years like a racehorse approaching 
Beechers Brook. 

Why do 1 think, though, that this 
is very largely a late 20th-century 
problem, and a white. Western 
European one at that? 

Despite the fact that they were 
chronicling centuries in which the 
average (and possibly optimistic} 
life expectancy was about 30. 
neither Chaucer nor Shakespeare 


had much to report in the way of 
midlife crises among 15-year-olds 

— Romeo and Juliet apart that is. 
Nor did Charles Dickens seem to 
think that the fortysomething blues 
were a vital element in the troubled 
lives of so many of his most famous 
creations. 

The same goes for other cultures, 
even in our own time. Many 
African and Asian societies cele- 
brate. and even ritualise. the com- 
ing of age. but make nothing of 
reaching 40. People with barely 
enough food and medicine to 
survive life. let alone cope with its 
changes, have more important 
things to fret about, and perhaps 
this is something they share with 
Shakespeare’s children. Why 

- worry about what life will do to 
's you at40 ifliving tofindout is 
/' v such an unlikely prospect? 

• All the evidence suggests 
that the midlife crisis, like 
psychoanalysis, poodle par- 
/ lours and diet plans, is one of 
those luxury items that only 
. comparatively wealthy and 

/./ under-worked societies can 
w afford. Personal experience, 
/ however, leads me to hope that 
we might be about to witness its 
demise, although the price is 
hardly worth paying. 

The reason I nave avoided 
midlife crisis — so far, anyway — is 
that I was made redundant when 
my newspaper folded, just at the 
age when one is supposed to start 
worrying about such things. 1 have 
been a freelance journalist ever 
since and, like most self-employed 
people, the daily business of find- 
ing the next paying job has taken 
precedence over the minor matter 
of counting wrinkles. 

Also, as someone who occasion- 
ally makes radio and television 
programmes. I have learnt rhe 
secret of psychological reincarna- 
tion. Whether you are the best 
thing or the worst nightmare your 
temporary employer has ever en- 
countered, your contract will run its 
allocated span and then you’re 
dead, only to be bom again 
somewhere else, in another guise 
It is a chancy life but it concen- 
trates the mind wonderfully. 

This in itself is. of course a luxury 
that will not be so readily available 
to the miners, car builders and 
aerospace workers, who will also be 
finding themselves in what might 
most kindly be called a freelance 
role over the next few months. 
They, and the rest of Britain's three 
million unemployed, are fating 
crises which are anything but 
indulgent. They will have worse 
things ro worry about than the 
imagined ravages of rime, and my 
advice to them — if they ever find a 
moment to consider ir— is to forget 
about midlife crisis altogether. We 
have nothing to lose but the fortieth 
birthday card industry.

Years ago an 
autumn harvest fair was held in a 
nearby village to which toe men 
would go. drink too much, and 
have difficulty making their way 
home. Their wives would dig up 
mangolds, scrape out toe insides, 
carve leering faces in them, insert- a 
candle and set off in search. History 
does not recount what happened 
when toe hapless men were found.

Why reel men wear 
skirts and pumps 


DES JENSON 


I t's that time of year again, 
when toe haggis is lanced, 
bagpipes skirl and men in 
skirts . twirl All over Britain 
.halls are heaving with the 
wheeze of the squeezebox and 
toe patter of pas de basques. 

Tbe southern reeling season 
kicked off a week ago with toe 
annual Muckie HuggabaU m 
London, and many see next 
week’s Reel Action at Ham- 
mersmith town hall, west 
London, as its highlight. 

The word is that the real reel 
action is not in gilded ball- 
rooms but in local colleges and 
halls, where increasing num- 
bers of Sassenachs, from law- 
yers to bus drivers, are lacing 
up pumps for Scottish hops. 

Davinia Mfln. of the Little 
Ship Chib, named after the 
pub in which it originally met 
but now meeting at Church 
House; Holy Trinity. Bromp- 
ton, London SW3. dances six 
nights a week in different ven- 
ues. Reding, or more correctly 
Scottish country dancing, is a 
thoroughly social affair, in 
which each person dances with 
everyone in the set “Where 
else do you have the chance to 
meet 200 men of an evening?" 
she asks. “Three marriages 
resulted last year from those 
who met at our dub.” 

Having reded through my 
teens. I have come to appreci- 
ate toe thrill of the highland 
dance it generates its own 
energy and exritement- 
“Far from being embar- 
rassed at partying with my 
family, rd fed cheated if 1 
hadn't danced with (fad and 
my brothers,* Ms Miln says. 
“And mild flirtation is an 
integral pari of reding; men * 
arid women should keep good 
eye contact" 

There axe two categories of 
dancer “soft-shoes” or “hard-

shoes”, though many faD 
somewhere in between. Soft- 
shoes are often members of the 
Royal Scottish Country Danc- 
ing Society, the enthusiasts 
dedicated to “getting it right". 
The society’s John Laurie in- 
sists: “We set standards fan we 
don’t want to be elitist.” 

Less charitable members do 
not take kindly to beginners 
disrupting the set. or to people 
haring more fun than is 
deemed appropriate. But, to 
be fair, toe society is largely 
responsible for preserving the 
5.000 or more Scottish coun- 
try dances. 

The hard-shoe brigade, 
known as “Hoorays”. are toe- 
hard bail-goers and make 
much noise in the prooes. 
Partial to punctuating each 
reel with “YoupT and “Hee- 
oogh!”. they glide and shuffle 
across the dance floor. To- the 
masters of pas de basque, this 
sloppy movement is known as 
toe “county roll" The hard- 
shoe repertoire is limited to 
about eight or 12 dances. 

A reels night at Wands- 
worth, south London, is “an 
essentia] part of toe London 
scene", says a hard-shoe danc- 
er. “There toe emohaas is on 
having a good time, and if you 
wblri your partner into orbit or 
dip over, nobody min ds.” 

If Scottish country dancing . 
is technically a “polite" form of 
dance, its origins are undeni- 
ably primitive. You could be * 
excused for flunking that the 
foursome — in whjch men 


leap up and down flailing 
their arras in toe air, not 
unlike stags battling for toe 
attention of a doe — was a 
mating ritual. And when else, 
as in the Hamilton House reel, 
can a woman dance towards a 
roan, smile coquettishly, cock a 
snook at him and turn to the 
adjacent male with a flourish 
— and get away with it? This 
reel is said to have originated 
from a young aristocrat teas- 
ing her lover, and then turn- 
ing to her husband. 

Over toe years attempts to 
remain well-mannered have 
prevailed. In toe 1 8th century. 
Alton’s Ballroom Guide, rec- 
ommended dancers to “avoid 
vulgar practices . . . making a 
noise with your feet spitting in 
toe fire, on the floor, or 
carpet ... this will make others 
suppose that you have not 
been accustomed to polite 
Society”. 

“Anybody can reel if they 
learn to listen to the music it 
tells you when to start out on 
the next figure," says Peter 
Knight, the founder of toe 
Little Ship Chib. Once you 
have the basic steps, you can 
adapt them to almost any 
dance. Beginners are nurtured 
in practice sessions and may 
then join dance evenings of 
mixed abilities. 

S t Colomba’s church hall 
in Knightsbridge, Lon- 
don. is one of many 
venues where there are dance 
nights open to people from 
any group. If there's live music 
you pay £3. but normally it 
costs about toe same as a Mars 
Bar for three hours. 

Thinking I might trip toe 
tight fandango in my pumps, I 
attended a MondsymghtarSt 
Colombo’s. As I entered toe 
hall, the Duke of Perth was in 
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Reeling: it generates energy, excitement, even marriage 


full flight: feet seemed barely 
io touch the ground as about 
60 dancers leapt, skipped and 
bounced, turning their part- 
ners with supreme control and 
elegance to a four-piece band. 
Partners reamed up regardless 
of age or gender. I spotted 
George, a young ex-morris 
dancer who had traded in his 
beQs and pom-poms for a kilt 
and sporran, dancing with 
Peggy, a spirited 79-yearcld. 
who told me: “When a man 
asks you to dance, you go.” 

George later explained dial 
the fun of the dance lay m toe 
mental discipline of “getting it 
right". Dancing with a differ- 
ent partner every time seems to 
add to toe challenge. 

The last dance before the 
break was “MacDonald of the 
isles, in three please" (time, 
foet is)- Handbooks were left 


on chairs and babies in bas- 
kets. as couples filed on to the 
floor in near lines. The fiddle 
struck up and they were off. 
There were no wallflowers, 
save Peter Smith, an environ- 
mental health officer, who 
came over id find out why I 
wasn’t dandng. I blushed, 
and told him 1 was a bit rusty. 
He admitted he had taken up 
Scottish country dancing to 
meet people and keep him 
young. He winked and said: “I 
want to drop dead in my 
nineties doing a red." 

I left the hail musing on toe 
spectacle of Scots culture in 
exile. A highland ceilidh, with 
its whisky and sing-song, 
might be more spontaneous. 
But its more refined southern 
version is still a heady brew. 

Xa Younger 
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Tending the 
family trees 

Francesca Greenoak admires the 


Johnsons’ 20-year devotion to their 
beautiful, eclectic Essex arboretum 


F ine oaks, especial!) bril- 
liant this autumn, grow all 
along the roadsides nn the 
wav to Hugh 'and Judy 
Johnson's mid-Essex arboretum. 
They bought the friendly, practical 
Elizabethan Saling Hall with its 
12-acre grounds in 1970- Over 
centuries of cultivation there had 
been a succession of eood gardens, 
and there was good design and 
shape under the scrub overgrowing 
rhe walled garden, moat, and 
ponds. 

Mr Johnson is particularly keen 
on trees and he believes they thrive 
and look their best under the 
expansive East Anglian skies. His 
enthusiasm ted him to study, travel 
and collect (en route he wrote a 
best-selling introduction to trees). It 
is heartening to see how well 
established a tree landscape can be 
within 20 years. Most of the trees 
are from the Johnson era. offset by 
a few older ones: a huge English 
oak on the boundary, another in 
what has been made an oak glade, 
and some graceful metasequoias 
and swamp cypresses planted by 
the previous owner in I95 13 . 

The Johnson taste is eclectic, with 
handsome conifers such as ponder- 
osa pine, the nooika cypress. Scot 
pines, and broad-leaved trees and 
shrubs, especially oaks and maples, 
brought back from personal expe- 
ditions to Oregon and the Far East, 
or given to rhem by other plant- 
hunters. Mr Johnson grew from 
seed the incense cedar and great 
maple and two cinnamon barked 
maples Hcergriseum). The balsam 
poplar, with its richly resin-scented 
buds, is the species P.rrichocarpa 
grown from a cutting. 

Raising trees fromeunings is one 
of the most simple and satisfying 
propagating procedures, best done 
in autumn? Take a mature twig 
(about pencil-thickness, with the 
soft growth at the top of the stem 
trimmed awayi. insert it to about 
two-thirds of its length into a 
furrow, lined at the base with free- 
draining sharp sand, then firm the 
soil down around it. With luck, it 
will root and be ready for trans- 
planting the following autumn. 
Over' the years, the Johnsons 


have learnt w planr their trees in a 
series of naturalistic groves. “Plant 
several and thin Them later." Mr 
Johnson says. “ Never put a tree out 
on its own in the open." A series of 
semi-formal gardens lies north of 
the old walled garden: a little 
pinerum and various groves lead to 
an open vista towards a temple, 
flanked by pollarded red-stemmed 
willows on one side and clumps of 
shrobs. such as the golden 
physocarpus and a bushy 
elaeagnus (E. pan-ijolia). which 
has wonderful sarin undersides to 
the leaves and a sweet scent from its 
spring flowers. 

I am almosr as daft about frees as 
Mr and Mrs Johnson (hardly 
surprising, given my name), but l 
appreciate the difficulties of assem- 
bling an arboretum. Too many of 
rhem look artificial, bur I loved rhe 
intimacy' of Saling Hall, the sense 
of movement wirh formal and 
informal elements interacting, the 
integration of rate and familiar 
trees. There is fun. loo: low- 
mounded box-trees in the Japanese 
garden, dipped to look like a flock 
of green sheep, a table-top parroria. 
and a phillyrea {P.latifolia], 
pruned and trained to become the 
Johnson version of the blue-leaved 
olive of the Mediterranean.

I n the far-off time. Best Be- 
loved. when men not only 
beat their plough-shares into 
swords, but came round to your 
premises to saw your railings off 
and cart them away on the 
grounds that they intended to 
beat them into Spitfires, there was 
something of a shortage of metal. 
It was not. fortunately, so short 
that anyone actually tried to make 
Spitfires from the railings which 
were collected, because a cast-iron 
Spitfire would not have been 
much of a match for an Me 109.

but it was short enough to mean 
that you couldn’t buy new pots, 
pans or cutlery. 

Thus if. when carrying your 
wartime dinner from stove to 
plate, you noticed that the pan 
which had set off with a Spam 
fritter in it had arrived without it 
and if. when you looked through 
the hole in the pan. you further 
noticed that the cat was licking 
the last of the Spam from rite 
lino, you knew that you would 
have to run our into the street and 
look for a man on a tricycle. Or. 
since we are now coming down to 
cases, your mother would have to 
run out into the street, because 
you were only five years old and 
No. 32 had caught a packer the 
night before so that there was 
glass everywhere, and Mr Chur- 
chill couldn’t risk five-year-old 
boys getting hurt, you never knew 
how long the war would last: a 
caring PM could not chance 
future cannon fodder being ex- 
cused military service on the 
grounds that it had copped a 
Blighty one in 1944 by foiling 
down and cutting itself outside 
No. 32. 

Your mother would have had 
no difficulty at all in finding a 
man on a tricyde. There were a lot 
of them about, in those days. 
They wore khaki balaclava hel- 
mets and mittens with the fingers 
cut off. and Great War medals on 
their old herringbone overcoats to 
show that they were not conshies. 
they had done their bit, they had 
gone right through the Last Lot. 
but the most interesting thing 
about them, if you were a five- 
year-old boy. was that their tricy- 
cles were the wrong way round. 
Yours had one wheel at the front 
and two at the back, whereas 
theirs had two at the front and 
one at the back. This was to give 
stability to a fourth wheel which 
was set above the front two. a big 
stone wheel, this rime, cleverly

activated by a gear that simulta- 
neously disengaged the other 
three wheels to enable the man to 
pedal it round and sharpen 
knives on it 

And on the back of his tricyde 
he had a wooden box with pan- 
mendere in. it- These were pairs 
of discs, in a wide variety of 
sizes, centrally secured by a 
little bolt so that placed either 
side of the hole in a pan, the discs 
could be tightened together to 
form a fr nt erp io of seal. Which 
meant that, after a bit, your 
mother came inside again with 
her recycled pan. kicked the cat. 
and. since that had been the last 
of the Spam, rooted around in the 
larder to see if she had any 
fritterabie corned beef. 

Usually, though, you ended up 
with a pilchard. Meanwhile, the 
house would be penetrated by a 
noise immeasurably worse than 
any air-raid siren, because the 
pan-repairer would have whee- 
dled her into having her knives 
ground: to this day. I cannot pass 
a Tesco pilchard display without 
my teeth being set on edge. 

Now. since we have at last 
arrived at this day. let me also 
come to my point Not three 
hours ago. but 50 years on. I 
heard that sound again. 

I had of course, interim, heard 
sounds a little like it — when 
getting a key cut. say. or inadver- 
tently bumping into Janet Streer- 


poner — but the exact 
sound, not only louder and 
shriller and nastier than any 
seeming-similar, bur also, as in 
the austere lang syne, rattling the 
casements of a suburban street 
and setting a hundred dogs off. { 
do not have the space to detail 
here the myriad resonances it 
triesered. but if you imagine 
Marcel Proust not biting into his 
biscuit but instead having a man 
on a tricycle pur a sharp edge on 
it. you will not go far wrong. | 
smelt Welsh Nwsmoke. I tasted 
cod lh?r oil. I heard Vera Lynn 
banging on about the White Cliffs 
of Dover. I felt my bare knees 
chap. And. my mother no longer 
being in a position either to do it 
or to stop me from doing it. I ran 
outside. 

There was a man on a tricyde. 
A sinele wheel at the back, two at 
the from, and a big stone one 
above rhem. Parked ar the kerb 
opposite, he was sharpening a 
kitchen knife. He did not. howev- 
er. wear a baJadava helmet or 
finserless minens or a herring- 
bone overcoat nor sporT a row of 
Gallipoli ribbons. He was not 
even old. Early twenties, 
probably. 

Twenty-three, as it turned our. 
I’m allowed to cross the road, 
these days. 1 also discovered that 
he had a good second from the 
University of Warwick, in politics 
and economics, and that he had 
had it since the summer of 199 1 
He had had precious little else, 
mind: a few bar jobs, some shelf- 
stacking. a spell in Santa's Grotto 
going ho-ho-ho. fairly hollowly ar 
a guess.

these days.

O f all the continental 
ferry destinations 
served from Britain. 
Gothenburg has the biggest 
tourist attraction: the Liseberg 
pleasure park, which pulls in 
three million visitors a year. 
But fear noL From late Sep- 
tember it is dosed until April. 

Gothenburg remains a glori- 
ous destination for a relaxing 
short break by sea, with a day 
and a night spent on board the 
ferry on both the outward and 
inward journeys, or by air. or 
by a time-saving sail-and-fly 
arrangement, leaving Har- 
wich on Friday night and 
flying back on Sunday 
evening. 

For sea passengers, there are 
leisurely opportunities aboard 
ship to catch up with eight 
films coming and going, or to 
eat oneself into a torpor from a 
smorgasbord spread of more 
rhan 100 choices.

I t win come as no surprise ; 
to a lot of skiers that the 
word “ski" (meaning, m ■ 
Finno-Ugrinn. •'split 
wood**} comes from the same 
Indo-European route as ' 
schism and schizoid.

P rivate enterprise has al- 
ways flourished in hard 
rimes, and for the housing 
market times are hard 
indeed So it is not surprising to 
discover dial many people who 
have never dreamt of turning estate 
agent are opting to try their luck 
privately. By advertising in maga- 
zines and newspapers, putting up 
boards and producing their own 
promotional brochures, they are 
riving to succeed where they believe 
their agents have failed. 

“We found the estate agents full 
of doom and gloom " say's 
Jacqueline Cottrell, who 
with her husband Alan is 
privately' advertising the 
sale of their second home, 
a brick and flint cottage 
four miles from the north 
Norfolk coast. "We love 
the place and wanted to be 
positive about it So we 
thought, let’s see what we 
can do ourselves." 

Private sales have al- 
ways had the appeal of 
saving the vendor what 
can amount to thousands 
of pounds in commission. 

But purchasers can often 
benefit too. In many cases, 
vendors can afford to drop 
the price when they are 
selling privately. 

It cost the Cornells less 
than £100 to advertise 
their £59.000. two bed- 
room cottage in a glossy 
property magazine. “We 
didn't think the agents 
were aiming at the right 
market” Mrs Cottrell 
says. "We are not sure that 
people go into a Norwich 
office looking for a coun- 
try house. We wanted to 
aim at weekenders like 
us." They are selling the 
cottage, with its fruit trees 
and attached barn, 
because they have found 
another property in the Cotta 
area they are keen to buy. 

Usually the main drawback to 
going it alone is the amount of rime 
involved. The advice property spe- 
cialists give is to be realistic about 
the rime you have available. “What- 
ever else agents may do. they spend 
a lor of time on your behalf," says 
Carrie Segrave. property expert 
and editor of the London Property 
Guide. “Meeting people, following 
them up. pinning them down can 
be very time consuming." 

The Cottrells, who are both 
school teachers, have spent time so 
far answering the telephone — 
there is someone at home in the day 
— and sending out details to 
enquirers. They have typed up a 
brief outline of the property and 
garden. “We are happy to go down 
at weekends and show people 
around.” Mrs Cottrell says. 


How to find your 


own home-buyer 


Do you really need an estate agent to find a buyer? 
Kay Maries recommends some cautious private enterprise 
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Cottage industry the house the Cottrells are advertising — “we didn't think the agents were aiming at the right market 


Ms Segrave also points out, 
however, that vendors going it 
alone should be wary of being 
taken for a ride by unscrupulous 
buyers, who may be very experi- 
enced at spinning a hard-luck story, 
or very practised at finding them- 
selves £5,000 short of the agreed 
price on the morning of comple- 
tion. 

What many find off-putting is the 
need to negotiate face to face rather 
than through a third party. But in 
practice, cutting out an agent can 
also work in both parties' favour. 
" By coincidence, we found we were 
ail in the same profession." says 
Lucy Taunton, a graphic designer 
who last year privately bought a flat 
in south London for £155.000. 
“We all got along really well and 
there was an underlying trust- 


Because both sides wanted to agree 
a deal that would benefit each, we 
compromised. We upped our offer 
slightly: the vendor agreed to take a 
bit less because she wasn't having to 


pay an agent 

The Cottrells have already 
dropped the price of their property 
from tire £65.000 they advertised 
with the agents. They too do not 
feel unhappy at the prospect of 
talking money directly with poten- 
tial buyers. Since the national 
advertisement and photograph ap- 
peared last week, three callers have 
phoned for details, including one 
from Germany. 

“We anticipate that any interest is 
likely to be serious.” Mrs Cottrell 
says, ‘‘because what we are selling is 
a cottage in Norfolk, not a flat in 
London that some people might 


hope to turn around quickly. Any 
potential buyer will have to travel 
up to see whether they tike it or 
not." 

Before embarking on any of this, 
however, you should make sure 
that any arrangement you have 
with an agent does not predude 
you from selling privately. Al- 
though it is unusual, some estate 
agents operate a system which gives 
them the sole selling rights to a 
property. What this means in 
practice is that, even if you end up 
selling the property to a relative or 
someone you meet at a dinner 
party, you may be legally obliged to 
pay them their commission. 

The more common arrangement 
is for sole agency, which retains for 
the vendor the right to sell privately, 
as long as there is proof that the 


agent has not assisted in any way. 

Douglas and Susie McLeod, who 
are currently advertising their sev- 
en-bedroom Georgian house in 
Wiltshire privately for £295,000. 
have just such a “sole selling rights'’ 
agreement with their agents, Strutt 
and Parker. They decided to mar- 
ket the property themselves after a 
cut-price magazine advertisement 
caught their eye. But if they sell the 
house through the magazine, they 
will be obliged to pay the agents 
their 2 per cent “I would probably 
refer all callers to the agent any- 
way," Mzs McLeod says, 
“but we thought it worth 
trying this advertisement 
because it was cheaper 
than the advertising the 
agents were proposing." 

What certainly seems 
true of private sales is that, 
if you have a property that 
is likely to sell easily, it will 
sell just as wdl privately as 
through an agent In the 
summer, a one-bedroom 
flat near Regent’s Park 
was advertised in . the local 
press for £69.950 and was 
under offer within days. A 
town house in Weyb ridge, 
by contrast where tire 
market is sluggish, attract- 
ed no private clients what- 
soever. 

What agents are expert 
at is advertising; when h 
comes to advertising pri- 
vately, it is important to be 
objective. Although last 
year’s Property Misde- 
scriptions Act does not 
apply to individuals and . 
private sales, it is as wdl to 1 
stick to its spirit and : 
remain accurate. Superia- I 
lives are only likdy to 
arouse suspicions. 
Grander properties are 
likely to need a profession- 
al approach, but even if 
you produce your own 
ket" brochure and do your own 

national advertising it is 
possible to keep the costs odow 
£ 1 . 000 . 

Though the advantages of pri- 
vate deals for the vendors are more 
apparent, there are other hidden 
advantages for purchasers too. One 
house advertised privately in July in 
Highgate, north London, was 
being sold by a husband in the 
middle of a divorce. He felt his wife 
was not making enough effort to 
sell the house, and as a result he 
was prepared to accept a lower price 
than the agent was asking. 

Although you may risk getting 
embroiled in someone rise's dis- 
pute, which can happen whether 
you go privately or not, you may 
also be in a position to strike a 
good deaL

Read the book, 
buy the house 


A restoration project that inspired a TV 
film and a book is for sale 30 years later

F ilmed for 1960s television, 
featured in style ma g azin es 
of the day and the subject of a 
book. The Old Windmill comes on 
to the housing market with a pre- 
sale pedigree any estate agent 
would kill for. 

Standing in three-quarters of an 
acre of garden on the edge of a deep 
wood, overlooking the village of 
Edgehead in Midlothian. The Old 
Windmill's rather portiy-looking 
tower is one of Scotland's few 
re mainin g 18th-century windmills. 

It was saved from ruin in 1961 
by the former BBC presenter and 
producer Elizabeth Adair, who 
created a home for herself there 
and subsequently wrote a book. I 
Bought A Windmill , telling the full 
story of die restoration and exten- 
sion of the house, which is now for 
sale at £150.000. 

The tower has singular features, 
among them a whispering comer 
which has the same acoustic prop- 
erties as the Whispering Gallery in 
St Paul's Cathedral, and a secret 
room under its circular roof 
breached for the first time in 60 
years by Ms Adair. 

Windows woe set in on three 
rides and each offers a contrasting 
view:, the rolling Lammermuir 
Hills to the east, the lush, shrubby 
gardens to the west, and a comer of 
the village to the north. Each of the 
tower’s three floors provides one 
round room — a drawing-room, a 
bedroom, and the secret room. 

Ms Adairs designs for the exten- 
sion incorporated whimsical fea-

tures such as an “afternoon tea 
balcony”, a garden dining-room, 
and cast iron trellises of stars and 
thistles trimming all the roof 
copings and balcony parapets. The 
two-smrey extension also houses a 
small bedroom, kitchen, cloakroom 
and bathroom. 

In its day the project was so 
unusual that it was featured in a 
BBC film for the Out Of Town 
series. Ms Adair lived there for only 
a year, but the subsequent owners 
changed virtually nothing during 
30 years of residence. As a result 
The Old Windmill again needs an 
inspired and loving hand to care 
for it: extensive modernisation is 
required. 

Ms Adair today lives in Aber- 
deenshire and is keenly interested 
to see who wfl buy her windmilL "1 
hope it wifl be someone who really 
appreciates it someone who actual- 
ly wants to live in a windmilL"

Such a cautionary tale should be 
etched on the hearts of home- 
owners wishing to create their 
patch of Eden in the sky, ever 
improving their home as they fail to 
sell ft. The Halifax building society 
reports that two in five customers 
have gone in for some form of 
home-improvement during the last 
year. “People are improving father 
than moving because they can't 
face the hassle erf selling,’* says 
Mark Hemingway fr am the Hali- 
fax. “In the past, people would 
improve with a view to moving 1 on. 
Now they are improving with a 
view .to staying puL^ 

In the city, that could .mean . 
greening a patch of terrace or roof 
which would otherwise be dead 
space. The public's green-minded- 
ness is hard to measure, but councfl 
planning departments that process 
such planning applications are a 
useful barometer. (If in doubt 
apply for permission. Council in- 
spectors or neighbours could other- 
wise report you.) 

Michael Lowndes, a design and 
conservation officer from Westmin- 
ster city council, has noted an 
increase in such applications. “I 
cant put exact numbers on it. but 
we are now getting fewer applica- 
tions for major changes from 
developers, and more for small- 
scale changes bom families" 

Like other metropolitan councils, 
Westminster has no specific policies 
on roof gardens but judges each 
application on its merits. While 
roof gardens can sometimes help 
commercial developers io push 

present the garden' (§uch as. that at 
Cannon Bridge) as an amenity for 
die community, domestic applica- 
tions are more dosdy scrutinised. 
Conservationists are concerned

that the original roof form should 
be preserved, uncluttered, by 
trellises, railings and sheds. Neigh- 
bours should be protected from die. 
prying eyes of budding gardeners, 
or the noisy antics of their friends 
partying there among the 
geranium tubs. . 

The ideal domestic roof garden, 
as far as planners are concerned, is 
one that is discreetly incorporated 
into the original building or roof, 
invisible from the street “This can 
be achieved by setting the roof 
garden back from die front of a 
mansard roof, for example.” Mr 
Lowndes says. 

Many will balk at such major 
structural changes. They will rather 
seek the simplest of roof gardens: a 
few pots on an existing terrace. Yet 
even then, drain age Mid the extra 
weightof such a garden -eaiv create- 
technical problems. 

First you must waterpoof the 
roof, with either a double layer of 
bitumen, or a black rubberoid 
paint, says Clive McDonnell, an 


associate with the landscape archi- 
tects Derek Lovejoy Partnership, 
and expert in such matters. “But be 
careful not to create a giant tank of 
water.- There must be drainage 
exits, and these can too easily be. 
blocked by fallen leaves.” 

As for weight the best tip is to 
place pots near structural walls or 
columns. “That’s where the roof 
has most strength.” says Mr Mc- 
Donnell. “You could also put in 
new cross beams or a lightweight 
timber deck, supported by structur- 
al walls, to help take the weight by 
spreading it" 

Choose dwarf plants and shrubs, 
and if you must have trees, pick 
miniature varieties of cherry, 
mountain ash or Judas trees to 
limit the weight Self-sustaining 
plants and succulents similar to 
those in a rock garden, such' as 
stonecrop or heusdeek: which need 
little water, are suitable. Beware of 
dlmbers that could creep between 
roof tiles: Russian vines or clematis 
need to be watched. 


The plant selection should also 
acknowledge the micro-dim ale cre- 
ated by the building, which could 
well be warmer or windier than at 
streei-Ievel 

Professionals give advice on 
weight loads reluctantly. The ideal, 
they stress, is to contact a surveyor, 
or even a structural engineer to 
work out what weight vour roof can 
take. “Old buildings are infinitely 
variable," says Mr McDonndL 

More ambitious roof gardens, 
which appear no different from 
their ground-level cousins, start 
with a waterproof base with a root 
barrier membrane, above which is 
a filter. The filter is usually 10cm in 
depth, made of leca, a light 
expanded day aggregate. Above it 
is a layer of soft, about 40cm of 
lightweight compost (normal top- 
soil is about 30 per cent heavier). 
Some man-made soils release their 
nutrients slowly and so inhibit 
excessive plant growth. 

Water from the soD drains 
through to the filter, thereby pre- - 


venting water-logging in the soil 
which will kin plants as fast as 
drought. Within the filter are 
drainage points. 

Such a garden is ambitious and 
would usually require the help of a 
landscape gardener or roof-garden 
specialist, such as Erisco-Bowder in 
Ipswich. Jacklyn Johnston, author 
of Building Green, to be published 
next year, estimates that it would 
cost £20 to £25 a square metre to 
create such a garden on your own, 
or £50 using a contractor. As 
techniques improve, costs should 
reduce. 

It could be worth it Martin 
Summer's garden in Chelsea, us- 
ing trellises and tubs, is overflowing 
with autumnal colour — rhododen- 
drons. camellias, aucubas and in- 
numerable ivies asserting their 
presence as winter approaches, a 
sou roe of infinite delight to him and 
his neighbours. And there is a 
further bonus — ecologists stress 
that a meadow on the roof will cut 
your fuel bills.

T he front door of Bramcote is 
an amazing sight. Only the 
pediment is visible; the 
door steps and railings are entirely 
shrouded in creeper. All around, 
elders and saplings have taken 
root, and in a few more years the 
whole house could disappear in a 
huge, self-sown thicket 
Three miles from Polesworth in 
Warwickshire, ft stands in spectac- 
ular isolation on an eminence in 
the midst of rolling cornfields, 
where the few surviving hedge- 
banks are entirely bare. Not a tree 
is to be seen except for an isolated 
dump on another hillock 300 
yards in front of the house, 
seemingly a relic of a long- 
vanished park. 

Immediately beside Bramcote is 
the obvious cause of its demise (but 
latterly of its survival, too): three 
very large corrugated barns, all 
part of a working farm. And only a 
few hundred yards beyond is the 
M42 linking Birmingham with 
the northern stretch of the M 1 . 

Yet the view to and from the 
house has genuine grandeur, and 
a belt of trees would soon shut out 
much of the noise of die motorway 
traffic, which is a hiss more than 
a roar. 

The farm manager, who lives in 
the new house immediately be- 
hind, lived in the hall when he first 
came to work here. “But it was ran 
down even then. It was let far 
nearly 1 50 years before, and that’s 
never good for a house," he says, 
Braraoote's appeal architec- 
turally lies in its powerfully swept

up gables. It is one of a fascinating 
group of early 18th-century pro- 
vincial baroque manor houses 
with pronounced gables covering 
the whole main front, in contrast 
to the more usual central pedi- 
ments. Others are HeUaby Hall in 
Yorkshire and Swan ton in Kent, 
both of which have been derelict in 
recent years. 

They are boldly curvilinear sil- 


houettes and have a decidedly 
continental flavour, more Dutch 
or German than English, as if they 
were the work of some Hanoveri- 
an bricklayer. Bramcote also takes 
character from the numerous 
dose-set windows with arched 
heads — nine across the main 
front though some appear to have 
been blind from the start 
Although the roof is steadily 


collapsing. North Warwickshire 
district council will not take action. 
“We are a rate-capped authority 
and the members are unlikely to 
serve a repairs notice on any listed 
building,” one official said. 

Decay, fortunately, has been 
relatively slow, although over the 
past ten years most of the main 
cornice has fallen away. 

T he owners served notice of 
impending demolition on 
the council but took no 
action, and in March 1981 the 
hail was listed Grade II. A 
subsequent application 10 demol- 
ish was never determined because 
the council took the view dial the 
environment department would 
never agree to demolition. 

“After advertising the property," 
the agents say. “we have grown 
weary of showing ii to people who 
recoil at the closeness of the farm 
buildings. We suggested to the 
planners they might allow some 
building at the edge of nearby 
Warton village in return for mov- 
ing the farm and restoring the 
house. No luck." 

The owners are James GQmour 
and Co of Sutton Coldfield, who 
farm 2,000 acres here. The house 
is not being actively marketed but 
the agents are Shakespear.

Travel by proxy, a global view 


Joe Joseph watches Michael Palin and 
Alan Whicker on their travels, and 
wonders whether it’s better to stay home 



NOW that airports 
are so crowded, and 
travelling has be- 
come almost as ad- 
venturous as shop- 
ping at Sainsbuiys, 
what a relief that we 
can get other people 
to do our travelling for us while we 
stay at home and keep trade of 
them on the tefly, using the time we 
have saved to do something more 
intellectually profitable, such as 
reading about celebrities we'd nev- 
er otherwise hear of in Hello! 

U it is better to travel than to 
arrive, it is better still to have some 
pretty compelling reason for going 
through an the bother of packing 
your tegs and getting your bottom 
jammed full of inoculations in the 
first place. 

Travel doesn’t necessarily broad- 
en the mind: often it just gives 
mean-minded people more persua- 
sive reasons to take a dislike to 
foreigners. Nor does it furnish 
exotic literary settings that are 
automatically mote suitable than 
home-grown ones might be. OK, 
Hemingway couldn't have written 
For Whom the Bell Tolls bad he 
hung around wrestling alligators 
in Florida. But imagine if Noel 
Coward had been travelling in the 
WQd West and hh on the notion of 
writing Private Lives as a Western, 
with Amanda and Elyor becoming 
cowhands who get on each other's 
nerves on a ranch in Nebraska 
(Amanda: Oh, for heaven's sake, 
Efyot. stop playing the spoons on 
your chaps. It sounds ridiculous 
and you'll frighten the horses. 
EJyot Extraordinary hem potent 
chap music can be). 

After two episodes of Pole To 
Pole (BBC1), you wonder whether - 
the amiable Michael Palin agreed 
to undertake this five-month trip 
from North to South Pole as some 
sort of drunken bet. a bet he was 
beginning to regret The route 
down the line of longitude of 30 
degrees east was presumably de- 
vised partly for the fun of crossing 
Scandinavia, Russia, the Middle 
East, Africa and Antarctica, but 
also to capitalise on die success of 
Palin’s documentary Around the 
World in 80 Days. 

But although Palin is a compan- 
ionable fellow-traveller, you do 
sometimes wonder what the point 
of it all is. Last time around, there 
was the coiled spring of a race 
against time to impose some mo- 
mentum: beating the dock was the 
important thing, any spicy charac- 
ters one met along die way were a

bonus. When you have plucked the 
route for no reason other than 
because it was there, and the only 
point of arriving is so that die film 
crew can say, “It’s a wrap”, or 
whatever film crews say when they 
have reached the South Pole, then 
you fed you should at least journey 
well. So far it has been a buznpyish 
ride. 

Because 12,500 miles is such a 
lot of ground to cover in so little 
television footage (this series runs to 
only eight episodes). Palin barely 
has time to do more than stay long 
enough in any one place to get his 
passport stamped before packing 
his holdall and moving on again. 
Not so much a history of the world 
in ten and a half chapters, more 
like ten and a half minutes. 

We have already covered one 
quarter of the series. The first 
programme, shown a couple of 
weeks ago, had its rewards in 
proving to us what we always 
suspected: that living in the middle 
of sheets of snow and ice, so far 
away from civilisation that you 
cannot get BBC Radio 4 on FM or 
Long Wave, sends people slowly 
barking. There are grown men 
trying to avoid being gobbled by 
one of the 6,000 to 7,000 polar 
bears which have moved into the 
neighbourhood. There is a trapper 
named Harold Solhetm, who has 
been living by himself in a shack in 
the middle of sheet ice, missing 
women a little but not enough to 
move home for the past 15 years, 
and making dog food out of dead 
seals: one assumes he killed them, 
bin (hey may very vrefl have died of 
boredom in this snowy waste. 

There's a man in the Arctic Code 
pretending to be the real Santa 
Claus, with a gang of multilingual 
elves answering 500,000 letters a 
year, 1 00,000 of them from Japan, 
where most people believe in 
Shintoism or Buddhism and think 
Santa Claus was crucified. And 
there's this Scandinavian light- 
house keeper who invites Palin for 
a cosy 28-day speD of fishing and 
“ relaxing" on his remote light- 
house, if only Palin would send his 
cameraman bade to BBC TV Cen- 
tre. This is what results when 
daylight doesn't realise it's sup- 
posed to go off at night. 

The second episode, last Wed- 
nesday. takes a more surreal tone 
and takes Palin to Leningrad, just 
before Leningrad changes back to 
St Petersburg. He is escorted round

town by a Lenin lookalike and 
finds that trying to buy booze is 
harder than understanding nu- 
clear physics, forcing him to con- 
clude that “what a man needs after 
a long day buying a bottle of vodka 
is a bottle of vodka”, a remark that 
bangs precariously between some 
sort of dever Keynesian make-work 
philosophy and a Monty Python 
paradox sketch scripted by Oscar 
Wilde 

The surreal tone is compounded 
by a stopover in Novgorod which 
means“new town" but whirii is the 
oldest city in Russia. It is also 
twinned with Watford- Yes. that 
Watford. Then the train to Kiev 
breaks down in the middle of the 
countryside and everyone goes and 
jumps in a lake, not figuratively tike 
British Rail advises, but literally, in 
the sense of organising a picnic, 
stripping down to your Y-fronts 
and going for a swim until the 
engine is fixed. 


Compared to the traditional 
"Englishman Abroad” documen- 
tary style, Palin is probably post- 
modern to Alan Whickers classical 
school. Last week. Whicker was 
whizzing off once more. To inter- 
view whom? Whicker has now 
seeded into a reliable formula: his 
subjects are either famous or from 
Fort Lauderdale. If they can man- 
age fame. Honda accents and a 
lilac hair rinse, then they are almost 
guaranteed airtime. 

E ven Whicker now admits 
that he is running out of 
people to interview who 
conform to his strict clas- 
sical unities. But just as despair was 
about to set in. the Sultan of 
Brunei, the richest man in the 
world and the one chap Whicker 
has been desperate to bag for years, 
agrees to see him for Whickers 
World: The Absolute Monarch 
(ITV). The strange thing is that 


once he has got him. Whicker 
merely nibbles at die sultan, which 
may satisfy his jaded appetite but 
leaves the rest of us still pedrish. 

Brunei is almost as exciting as 
the Arctic, having no alcohol no 
bars, no concert halls, no discos, 
high humidity and heavy censor- 
ship. Even a Noel Coward play 
being performed by an expatriate 
acting troupe had to be submitted 
to the government censors, who 
returned it sewn months later with 
20 cutsc maybe they thought Blithe 
Spirit was a kind of illicit home- 
made liquor. 

Still, at least we would now 
finally learn something about the 
$10 million the aO-rich Sultan gave 
to Oliver North and the Contras. 
“That was all in the papers," the 
Sultan snapped informatively. 

What then, about his rumoured 
stake in Harrods? “I never owned 
Harrods." 

Surely money was a horrid 


burden, thought Whicker, as he 
asked: “Do you sometimes envy a 
simple man in the street, like me?" 
Actually, the monarch replied: 
“God wished me to be king. I have 
no complaints," croeHy killing all 
those dreams nursed by BBC and 
Channel 4 commissioning editors 
that any minute now a Whicker- 
envying Sultan would drop by to 
submit a proposal for a series titled 
Asia on $1 Billion a Day. 

“So this amiable ruler." Whicker 
whined , “must steer his course 
through a world of false smiles, for 
as we all know a rich man’s jokes 
are always funny and everyone he 
meets sols out In a way." Very 
frank of you to say so, Alan. 

Nowadays, foe Englishman 
Abroad's tour is not so much grand 
as bland. As Sinatra sang: “Its so 
nice to go travelling. ..Butin so 
much, nicer, oh it's so much racer to 
come home." And that was to New 
Jera^f
